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REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL,

SIR, 

I have the honour to submit the Detailed Report regarding the Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages registered in Scotland during the year ending 31st 
December 1905. 

The more salient features of the Report are that it records the lowest 
birth and death rates since the institution in Scotland of national registra- 
tion, and a marriage rate which is lower than that of several years past. 

At the suggestion of some Medical Officers of Health, I give as a special 
appendix a record of the infantile mortality rates in Scotland, in the 
Counties and in the Principal Towns, since the commencement of registration. 
In the earlier years of registration the infantile mortality rate was not 
calculated in the manner in which it now is, and consequently this appendix 
will fill a blank in the record of our national statistics. 


POPULATION. 


_The population of Scotland as enumerated on the census day 1901 was 
4,4.72,103—of whom 2,173,755 were male and 2,298,348 female. The 
population at the previous census, 1891, was 4,025,647—of whom 
1,942,717 were male and 2,082,930 female. Assuming that the rate 
of increase found to have occurred between the census of 1891 and that of 
1901 has continued, it is estimated that the population of Scotland in 
the middle of the year 1905 amounted to 4,676,603, of whom 2,280,085 
were male and 2,396,518 female.

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The population for the purpose of these reports is divided into five groups 
of registration districts. The Principal Town Registration Districts include 
the population of all towns which on last census day had a population of 
over 30,000; the estimated population of these districts in the middle of 
1905 is 2,094,916, of whom 1,011,836 were male and 1,083,080 female. The 
Large Town Districts include the population of all towns which on last 
census day had a population of between 10,000 and 30,000; the estimated 
population of them in the middle of 1905 is 606,613, of whom 297,853 were 
male and 308,760 female. The Small Town Registration Districts include 
those registration districts which on the day of the last census contained 
towns having a population of between 2000 and 10,000; the population of 
them in the middle of 1905 is estimated to have been 940,265, of whom 
460,808 were male and 479,457. female. .The Mainland-Rural Districts 
include all the mainland registration districts or parts of districts which are 
not included in the above urban districts; the population of them in the 
middle. of 1905 is estimated at 920,884, of whom 455,605 were male and 
465,279 female. The Insular-Rural Districts include the population of the 
insular portions of Scotland other than what is included in the above urban 
districts; the population of this group of registration districts for the 
middle of 1905 is estimated at 113,925, of whom 53,983 were male and 
59,942 female. , iz e | ‘ 

' The estimated population of the counties and divisions of counties will 
be.seen in Table 5, and that of each of the principal towns in-Table 4. 

The estimated population for 1905 is 48,947. more than that for 1904. 
The natural increase, the excess of births over deaths from the middle of 
1904 to the middle of 1905 was 56,289. The difference between these two 
figures may be taken as an indication of the probable effect of emigration 
and immigration on the population during the period. 


BIRTHS. 


The births of 131,410 living children were registered in Scotland during 
the year 1905. These births are 1193 fewer than those registered in 1904, 
but are 597 more than the average number of births registered during the 
preceding ten years. They are fewer than were registered in any year 
since 1900, but are more than were registered in 1900, or in any year 
before then. 

The birth-rate of the year per thousand of the éstimated population is 
found to be 28:10, a rate which is the lowest recorded for the country in 
these reports. It is 0°55 lower thaii the birth-rate of 1904, and 1°54 lower 
than the mean of the birth-rates of the last ten years. Previous to 1893 
the birth-rate of Scotland was more than 30 per thousand, between 1894 
and 1903 it was in three years over 30, and in the remaining seven years 
over 29, but in 1904 it fell below 29, amounting to 28°65, and this year has 
had a further fall to 28-10. | 7 

The national birth-rate of the year expressed as per thousand of the 
estimated number of women of child-bearing age, 15 to 45, amounts to 116-4, 
a rate which is 2:2 lower than that of 1904, 4:2 less than the rate of 1908, 
and 42 less than that of 1902. 

Births registered during the year in the Principal Town Registration 
Districts numbered 60,493, the birth-rate being 28°88. These births are 


295 fewer than in 1904, and the rate.is 0°61 lower. Births registered in

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the Large Town Districts numbered 18,451, the birth-rate being 30-42 ; 
these births are 159 fewer than those registered in these districts in 1904, 
and this birth-rate is 0°52 lower than that of that year. Births registered 
in the Small Town Districts numbered 27,131, the birth-rate being 28°85 ; 
these births are 189 fewer than those registered in the previous year, and 
the rate is 0°51 lower than the rate of that year. Births registered in the 
Mainland-Rural Districts numbered 22,960, the birth-rate being 24°93. 
These births are 490 fewer than those registered in these districts in. the 
previous year, and the birth-rate is 0°57 lower than the rate of that year. 
The births registered in the Insular-Rural Districts numbered 2375, and 
the birth-rate was 20°85; these births are 60 fewer than those registered in ~ 
these districts in 1904, and the birth-rate is 0°40 lower. Thus in each of 
the groups of registration districts both the number of births registered 
and the birth-rate were less than in 1904, and the shrinkage of the national 
birth-rate appears to be due to a general shrinkage and not to a shrinkage 
in any one group of districts. The birth-rate in each of these groups of 
registration districts is lower than the corresponding birth-rate of all 
preceding years. In the Principal Town Districts the previous lowest was 
in 1904, when it was 29°49. In the Large Town Districts the previous 
lowest was in 1904, when it was 30:94. In the Small Town Districts the 
previous lowest was in 1903, when it was 29:26. In the Mainland-Rural 
Districts the previous lowest was in 1902, when it was 25:40. In the 
Insular-Rural Districts the previous lowest was in 1904, when it was 21°25. 

The birth-rates of the divisions of the counties ranged from 31°26 in Table 6. 
the South-Western to 21:44 in the North-Western. In the West-Midland 
it was 27°56, in the North-Eastern 27°42, in the South-Eastern 26°08, in 
the East-Midland 25°49, in the Southern 23°58, and in the Northern 21°61. 
In the Northern and Southern Divisions the birth-rate is slightly higher 
than it was in the sa hie year ; in all the other divisions it is lower than 
it was in that year. 

In the counties the birth-rate ranged from’35:00 in Linlithgow, 32°22 in 
Lanark, 31°29 in Stirling, and 30:02 in Dumbarton, to 17:95 in Bute, 18-17 
in Sutherland, 18°76 in Argyll, 19°62 in Orkney, and 19°66 in Berwick. 
In four counties the birth-rate was more than 30 per 1000, in eleven

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counties it was between 25 and 30 per 10U0, in thirteen counties it was 
between 20 and 25 per 1000, in five counties it was less than 20 per 1000. 
In eleven counties the birth-rate of the year was higher than that of the 
previous year, 1904; in twenty-two counties the birth-rate was lower than 
in 1904. 

The birth-rate in the principal towns ranged from 38-03 in Hamilton to 
23:01 in Edinburgh. In Coatbridge it was 36°74, in Motherwell 35:12, in 
Govan 32:59, in Partick 31°62, in Greenock 30:46, in Glasgow 30°02, in 
Leith 29°69, in Aberdeen 29-23, in Dundee 27:98, in Kilmarnock 27°73, in 
Paisley 27°70, in Kirkcaldy 25:26, and in Perth 23°97. In seven of these 
towns the birth-rate exceeded 30 per 1000, in six of them the rate was 
between 25 and 30 per 1000, while in two of them, Edinburgh and Perth, 
it was less than 25 per 1000. In Dundee, Leith, Greenock, Coatbridge, 
Perth, and Motherwell the birth-rate was higher in this than in the 
previous year, in each of the other principal towns it was lower than in 
that year. | 

Of the 131,410 children whose births were registered during the year, 
66,750 were male and 64,660 female. Thus the proportion of male births 
to female births was 103:2 to 100. The birth-rate of male children per 
thousand of the estimated male population was 29:28, and of female children 
per thousand of the estimated female population 26°98 Both these 
rates are lower than the corresponding rates of the previous year, the male 
rate being 0°79 lower, and the female rate 0°33 lower. 

The relative proportion of male to female births in Scotland during the 
year was 103:2 to 100, in the Principal Town Districts 103-2 to 100, in the 
Large Town Districts 103°8 to 100, in the Small Town Districts 1023 to 
100, in the Mainland-Rural Districts 103°6 to 100, and in the Insular- 
Rural Districts 106°5 to 100. 

Of the 131,410 births registered during the year, 9082, or 6°91 per cent., 
were illegitimate. Both the number of illegitimate births and the propor- 
tion of the total births which were illegitimate are greater in this than in 
the previous year. The illegitimate births are 72 more than in that year, 
and the illegitimate rate is 0:12 higher. The illegitimate births of 1905 
are more than those recorded in any year since 1896, the illegitimate rate 
is higher than that of any year since 1897. Previous to 1903 the illegiti- 
mate rate was a steadily declining quantity, declining from 10:27 in 1866

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to 6°21 in 1903, but an increase of the rate occurred in 1904, and a further 
increase again in this year. 


The illegitimate births registered in the Principal Town Districts Table 5. 


numbered 4177, in the Large Town Districts 1041, in the Small Town 
Districts 1678, in the Mainland-Rural Districts 2071, and in the Insular- 
Rural Districts 115. The illegitimate rate ranged from 9°02 in the Main- 
_land-Rural Districts, to 4°84 in the Insular-Rural Districts. In the 
Principal Town Districts it was 6:90, in the Small Town Districts 6:18, and 
in the Large Town Districts 5°64. In each of the three urban groups of 
registration districts the illegitimate rate was higher in this than in the 
previous year, but in the rural groups of registration districts it was lower 
than in that year. 

In the divisions of the counties the illegitimate rate ranged from 11°81 
in the North-Eastern and 11:25 in the Southern, to 502 in the West- 
Midland. In the Northern it was 7°85, in the East-Midland 7°25, in the 
South-Eastern 6°78, in the North-Western 6°20, and in the South-Western 
5°85. 

In the counties the illegitimate rate ranged from 13°29 per cent. in 
Wigtown, 13:05 in Banff, 12°78 in Caithness, 12°00 in. Aberdeen, 11°96 in 
Elgin, and 11°69 in Kirkcudbright, to 3:14 in Kinross, 3°86 in Dumbar- 
ton, 4°38 in Renfrew, 4°44 in Stirling, 4:81 in Linlithgow, and 4°82 in Ross 
and Cromarty. In eight counties the rate exceeded 10 per cent., in seven- 
teen counties it was between 5 and 10 per cent., in eight counties it was 
below 5 per cent. In seventeen counties this rate was higher than it was 
in the previous year, in sixteen it was lower than in that year. 

The illegitimate rate in the principal towns ranged from 9°85 in Dundee 
and 9:17 in Aberdeen, to 3-43 in Coatbridge, and 3°49 in Partick. In 
Edinburgh it was 8:23, in Glasgow 7:27, in Perth 7:07, in Kirkcaldy 6°33, 
in Greenock 5:42, in Kilmarnock 5:27, in Leith 4°78, in Paisley 4°77, in 
Govan 4°32, in Motherwell 3:96, and in Hamilton 8°57. In eight of these 
towns this rate was higher than in the previous year, the largest increase 
being in Kirkcaldy, while in seven of these towns the rate was lower than 
in that year, the largest diminution occurring in Hamilton.

Tables 2 
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is 5 lower than that of the previous year and is the lowest 
Scottish rate yet recorded. This rate ranged from 279 in the 
Northern Division of the counties and 272 in the West-Midland, to 
237 in the South-Eastern, and 242 in the East-Midland. In the counties 
this rate ranged from 310 in Caithness, 308 in Linlithgow, and 287 in 
Stirling, to 207 in Bute, 210 in Berwick, and 225 in Selkirk. In the prin- 
cipal towns this rate ranged from 316 in Hamilton and 306 in Coatbridge, 
to 206 in Edinburgh, and 223 in Kirkcaldy. 

The illegitimate birth-rate per thousand of the estimated number of 
unmarried and widowed women aged 15 to 45 for the year was 13°9, a rate 
which is the same as that for the previous year, and which ranged from 
23°3 in the North-Eastern Division of the counties and 16-7 in the South- 
ern Division, to 9:2 in the North-Western, and 10°5 in the West-Midland. 
In the counties this rate ranged from 27°3 in Banff and 24°5 in Caithness, 
to 5°6 in Kinross, and 6°8 in Shetland. In the principal towns this rate 
ranged from 18:1 in Motherwell and 17:8 in Aberdeen, to 81 in Partick, 
and 8°3 in Paisley. | 

Of the 131,410 living children whose births were registered during the 
year, 3238 were twins, and 51 triplets. Mothers of living children 
numbered 129,757; of them 1 in each 80 gave birth to twins, and 1 in each 
7633 to triplets; the former proportion is somewhat higher than in the 
previous year, the latter proportion is lower. Of the children registered 1 
in each 41 was a twin, and 1 in each 2577 a triplet; the former proportion 
is the same as in 1904, the latter is lower. 

The average number of births registered daily throughout the year was 
360, which is 2 fewer than the daily average number registered during 1904, 
The daily average in May was 406, in June 392, in July 374, in March 373, 
in April 371, in August 357, in January 347, in September 347, in Febru- 
ary 346, in October 345, in December 333, and in November 328. 

The birth-rate of the year in the United Kingdom was 26-9, in England 
and Wales 27-2, and in Ireland 23:4. The Scottish birth-rate of the year 
is thus 1-2 higher than that of the United Kingdom, 0-9 higher than that of 
England and Wales, and 4:7 higher than that of Ireland. 

The following are the birth-rates of 1905 in some European countries :— 
Roumania 38°6, Servia 37°3, Hungary 35:7, Spain 35:3, Prussia 33°5, Italy 
32°3, Denmark 28:4, Norway 27:4, Switzerland 27-4, Belgium 26:1, Sweden 
25°7, and France 20°6. 


MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered in Scotland during the year 1905 numbered 31,270, 
a number which is 1001 fewer than were registered in the previous year, 
and 250 fewer than the average number registered during the preceding 
ten years. Marriages registered in 1905 are fewer than those registered 
in any year since 1897. The marriage-rate for the year is 6°69 per 
thousand, a rate which is 0:28 lower than that of the previous year, and 
045 less than the mean of the rates of the previous ten years. It is lower 
than the marriage-rate of any year since 1894. 

Marriages registered in the Principal Town Districts numbered 16,612, 
and the marriage-rate in those districts was 7°93; these marriages are 279 
fewer than in the previous year, and the marriage-rate is 0:26 lower than 
in that year. Marriages registered in the Large Town Districts numbered 
4081, the marriage-rate in those districts was 6-73; this number is 188 less 
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than the corresponding number of the previous year, and the rate is 0°37 
lower. Marriages registered in the Small Town Registration Districts 
numbered 5844, and the marriage-rate was 6°22; these marriages are 223 
fewer than in the previous year, and this rate is 0°30 lower. Marriages 
registered in the Mainland-Rural Districts numbered 4382, and the 
marriage-rate was 4°76; these marriages are 258 fewer than those of the 
previous year, and the rate is 0:29 lower. Marriages registered in the 
Insular-Rural Districts numbered 351, and the marriage-rate was 3:08 ; 
these are 53 fewer than in the previous year, and the rate is 0:45 lower. It 
is thus evident that the low marriage-rate of the year is due to a compara- 
tively small number of marriages being registered in each of these groups 
of registration districts, and that the decline of the marriage-rate is general 
throughout the country, and not due to a decline limited to one or more 
groups of these registration districts. 

__ In the divisions of the counties the marriage-rate ranged fir 7°21 in Table 5. 
the South-Western and the same in the South-Hastern Divisions, to 4°43 
in the Northern, and 4°45 in the North-Western. In the Hast-Midland 
Division it was 6:54, in the North-Eastern 6°33, in the Southern 6°17, and 
in the West-Midland 5°54. With the exception of the marriage-rate of 
the North- Western Division, that of each of these divisions i is lower than it 
was in 1904. 

In the counties the marriage-rate of the year ranged fete 7°76 in Edin- 
burgh, 7°56 in Lanark, 7:37 in Wigtown, and 7°31 in Selkirk, to 3:06 in 
Sutherland, and 3°75 in Argyll. In two counties the marriage-rate was less 
than four per thousand, in eight Counties it was between four and five per 
thousand, in ten counties it was between five and six per thousand, in nine 
counties it was between six and seven per thousand, in four counties it was 
more than seven per thousand. 3 

In the principal towns the marriage-rate of the year ranged soi 8°77 in Table 4. 
Perth, 8°65 in Edinburgh, 8°60 in Glasgow, and 8°24 in Aberdeen, to 5°53 
in Govan, 5°74 in Coatbridge, and 5:97 in Motherwell. In three of these 
towns the marriage-rate was between five and six per thousand, in four it 
was between six and seven, in four between seven and eight, and in four 
between eight and nine per thousand.

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Of the 31,270 marriages registered during the year, 27,669, or 88°5 per 
cent. were between bachelors and spinsters; 820, or 2°6 per cent. between 
bachelors and widows; 1996, or 6:4 per cent. between widowers and spinsters; 
761, or 2°4 per cent. between widowers and widows; while in 24, or 0:1 per 
cent. of the total, the civil condition of one or both of the contracting 
parties was not stated. Marriages between bachelors and spinsters are 980 
fewer than in the previous year, between widowers and spinsters 59 fewer, 
but those between bachelors and widows are 26 more, and between widowers 
and widows 9 more than in that year. Bachelors marrying during the year 
were 954 fewer than in the previous year, widowers marrying were 50 
fewer, spinsters marrying were 1039 fewer, but widows marrying during 
the year were 35 more than in the previous year. : 

The average age of all bachelors married during the year was 27°6 years, 
of spinsters 25°6, of widowers 43:0, of widows 38°6, of all husbands 29-0, of 
all wives 26°3, and of all persons 27:6. The average age of bachelors marry- 
ing spinsters was 27:4, of bachelors marrying widows 34:1, of widowers 
marrying spinsters 41°3, and of widowers marrying widows 47:2. The 
average age of spinsters marrying bachelors was 25:1, of spinsters marrying 
widowers 33:0, of widows marrying bachelors 34'8, and of widows marrying 
widowers 42'8. 

The average age of men marrying in the Principal Town Districts was 
29°1, in the Large Town Districts 28°5, in the Small Town Districts 28°5, 
in the Mainland-Rural Districts 29:4, and in the Insular-Rural Districts 
32°5. Theaverage age of women marrying in the Principal Town Districts 
was 26°4, in the Large Town Districts 25:8, in the Small Town Districts 
25°9, in the Mainland-Rural Districts 26:5, and in the Insular-Rural Districts 
28°9. | 

Compared with the average age of persons marrying in the previous year, 
1904, that of all men marrying in this year was 0-1 year more, and of all 
women 0:2 year less. The average age of men marrying in the Principal 
Town Districts was the same as in the previous year, but that of those 
marrying in the Small Town Districts was 0:2more, inthe Large Town Districts 
0:3 more, and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 0:4 more, while in the Insular- 
Rural Districts it was 0°5 less. The average age of women marrying in the 
Principal Town Districts and in the Large Town Districts was 0-1 year more 
than in the previous year, while the average age of those marrying in the 
Small Town Districts and in each of the Rural Districts was 0-2 more. 

In Tables on pages 26 to 35 there are given the comparative ages of all 
men and women marrying during the year. These Tables shew that while 
in the vast majority of marriages the ages of the contracting parties are very 
similar, yet in many instances wide differences occur. Thus, of bachelors 
marrying spinsters during the year, nine of between 40 and 50 married girls 
of under 20, and four of over 65 married women of under 40. Of the 
spinsters marrying bachelors, twelve of between 25 and 30 married boys of 
under 20, and one of over 65 married a bachelor of under 35. Of bachelors 
marrying widows, two aged 20 married widows of over 35, two under 
25 married widows of over 40, and three bachelors of under 45 married 
widows of over 60. Of widowers who married spinsters, three aged over 
40 married girls of less than 20, and two of over 65 married women of 
under 25. One widower of between 80 and 85 years old is recorded to have 
married a woman of under 60. 

The youngest bachelors on the year’s marriage registers werethreeof 16 years 
of age, the youngest widowers were thirty of between 21 and 25 years old, the 
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youngest spinsters were one of 14 years of age and five of 15. The youngest 
widows were one of 17, one of 19, and three of 20. The oldest bachelors 
married during the year were one between 75 and 80, and one between 80 
and 85. The oldest widowers married were two of over 80, and eight of 
between 75 and 80. The oldest spinsters married during the year were 
two of between 65 and 70, and one of between 70 and 75. The oldest 
widows married were two of between 70 and 75, and three of between 75 
and 80. 

When the proportions of the total marriages of the year in each age group Tables 12 
are compared with those proportions of the total marriages registered in Scot- singe 
land since the institution of national registration, 1855, it is found that this 
year’s proportions for age groups under 25 and over 40 are smaller than 
those of the total marriages referred to, while the proportions between 25 
and 35 are higher. 

Of the 31,270 marriages registered during the year, 29,408, or 94:05 per Tables 9 
cent., were celebrated according to the rites of religious denominations, “”@ 
while 1862, or 5°95 per cent., were irregular. The former are 1001 
fewer than in the previous year, the latter are of the same number as 
in that year. The proportion of the total marriages celebrated according 
to religious rites is 0°18 lower than in the previous year, the proportion which 
were irregular marriages was 0°18 higher than in that year. In 1900,1901, 
1902, and 1903 the number of- irregular marriages exceeded those regis- 
tered in this year. The proportion of irregular marriages to the total, 
though higher than it was in the previous year, was exceeded in 1901 and 
1902. : 

Marriages celebrated according to the rites of the Established Church 
numbered 14,245, according to those of the United Free Church 8240, 
according to those of the Roman Catholic Church 3376, according to those 
of the Episcopal Church 946, and according to the rites of other denomina- 
tions 2601. Established Church marriages are 558 fewer than in the 
previous year, United Free Church marriages 586 fewer, Roman Catholic 
Church marriages 48 more, Episcopal Church marriages 21 more, and 
marriages according to the rites of other denominations 24 more than in 
that year. 

The proportion of the total marriages celebrated according to the rites of 
the Established Church was 45:55 per cent., according to the rites of the 
United Free Church 26°35 per cent., according to the rites of 
the Roman Catholic Church 10°80 per cent., according to the rites of the 
Episcopal Church 3:03 per cent., and according to the rites of other denom- 
inations 8°32 per cent. The proportion in the Established Church is of 
normal amount; that in the United Free Church is less than in any year 
since the union of the Free and United Presbyterian Churches, and less 
than the proportions in these two churches combined in any year before 
the union ; the proportion of the total in the Roman Catholic Church is the 
highest yet recorded, the previous highest being 10°78 in the year 1903; the 
proportion in the Episcopal Church is 0:16 higher than in the previous year, 
but is lower than that proportion in several past years. 

In the groups of registration districts the percentage of the total Table 8. 
marriages celebrated according to the rites of the Established Church 
ranged from 67°94 in the Mainland-Rural, to 37°77 in the Principal Town 
Districts. In the Insular-Rural Districts it was 51:57, in the Small Town 
Districts 50°24, and inthe Large Town Districts 45°99. In the counties 
this proportion ranged from 74°67 in Kirkcudbright and 73°59 in Kincar- 
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dine, to 30°74 in Ross and Cromarty and 36°60 in Lanark. In the principal 
towns this proportion ranged from 48°74 in Kirkcaldy and 48°40 in 
Aberdeen, to 27°59 in Coatbridge and 34:21 in Paisley. 

The proportion of the total marriages of the year celebrated according to 
the rites of the United Free Church ranged from 31°34 in the Insular-Rural 
Districts, to 23°46 in the Mainland-Rural Districts; in the Small Town 
Districts it was 29°71, in the Principal Town Districts 26:50, and in the 
Large Town Districts 23°62. In the counties this proportion ranged from 
45°71 in Kinross and 44°10 in Orkney, to 16:98 in Kincardine and 20°00 in 
Kirkcudbright. In the principal towns the proportion ranged from 37°91 
in Kirkcaldy and 34:36 in Kilmarnock, to 19°33 in Govan and 19°73 in 
Motherwell. 

The proportion of the total marriages celebrated according to the rites of 
the Roman Catholic Church ranged from 14°61 per cent. in the Large Town 
Districts, to 2°58 per cent. in the Mainland-Rural Districts. In the 
Principal Town Districts it was 12:23, in theSmall Town Districts 10-47, 
and in the Insular-Rural Districts 6°84. This proportion in the counties 
ranged from 22:70 in Dumbarton, 17-62 in Lanark, and 17-38 in Renfrew, 
to 0 in eight counties. In the principal towns this proportion ranged 
from 32°33 in Coatbridge, 22°87 in Motherwell, and 21°65 in Hamilton, to 
2:32 in Aberdeen, 3°25 in Kirkcaldy, and 5-09 in Edinburgh. 

The proportion of the total marriages which were celebrated according 
to the rites of the Episcopal Church ranged from 3°84 per cent. in the Principal 
Town Districts, to 0 in the Insular-Rural Districts. In the Large Town 
Districts it was 3°77, in the Small Town Districts 1°68, and in the Main- 
land-Rural Districts 1:28. In the counties this proportion ranged from 
7°55 in Kincardine and 6°46 in Forfar, to 0 in Shetland, Sutherland, Nairn, 
and Kinross. In the principal towns this proportion ranged from 8°68 in 
Dundee and 6°67 in Edinburgh, to 1°38 in Govan and 1:44 in Kirkcaldy. 

The proportion of the total marriages which were celebrated according 
to the rites of churches other than those already named—the Established 
Church, the United Free Church, the Roman Catholic Church, and the 
Episcopal Church—was 8°32 per cent., a proportion ranging from 10:17 in the 
Large Town Districts, to 4:74 in the Mainland-Rural Districts. In the Insular- 
Rural Districts it was 9°68, in the Principal Town Districts 9°12, and in 
the Small Town Districts 7°32. This proportion in the counties ranged 
from 37°22 in Ross and Cromarty, 26°15 in Sutherland, to 0 in Kinross and 
and 0'94 in Kincardine. In the principal towns this proportion ranged 
from 12:40 in Greenock and 12°07 in Coatbridge, to 5°36 in Edinburgh and 
5°79 in Kilmarnock. 

Of the total marriages 5-95 per cent. were irregular. This proportion 
ranged from 10°54 in the Principal Town Districts, to0 in the Mainland- 
Rural Districts. In the Large Town Districts it was 1:84, in the Small 
Town Districts 0°58, and in the Insular-Rural Districts 0°57. In the 
counties this proportion ranged from 15°11 in Edinburgh and 8°80 in 
Lanark, to 0 in nine counties. In the principal towns this proportion 
ranged from 19-79 in Edinburgh and 12°78 in Glasgow, to 0°86 in Coat- 
bridge and 0°90 in Motherwell. 

Of the total marriages in Scotland 71-90 per cent. were in one or other 
of the two great Presbyterian churches. This proportion ranged from 91:40 
per cent. in the Mainland-Rural Districts to 64:27 in the Principal Town 
Districts. In the Insular-Rural Districts it was 82-91, in the Small Town 
Districts 79°95, and in the Large Town Districts 69°61. 
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Of the 31,270 men married during the year, 30,765 signed the marriage Tables 14 
register by writing, and 505, or 1°61 per cent. by the “mark.” Of the 31,270 and 16. 
women married during the year, 30,592 signed the marriage register by 
writing, and 678, or 2°17 per cent., by the “mark.” The number of illiterates 
_ Marrying during the year is the smailest yet recorded in these reports: 
_ the previous smallest number of such men was in 1904, when it was 554, 
and the previous smallest number of such women was also in 1904, when it 
was 742. The proportions these illiterates form of the total married are 
also the smallest recorded, the previous smallest among men being 1:72 in 
1904, and among women 2°30 in 1903 and in 1904. The number of men 
married during the year who used the “mark” is 49 fewer than in the 
previous year, and 128 fewer than the average number during the previous 
ten years; the number of such women is 64 fewer than in the previous 
year, and 202 fewer than the average number during the previous ten 

ears. 

The proportion of men using the “mark” ranged from 2°85 per cent. in Table 16. 
the Insular-Rural Districts, to 0°75 per cent. in the Mainland-Rural 
Districts. In the Small Town Districts it was 2-10, in the Large Town 
Districts 1°72, andin the Principal Town Districts 1:62. The proportion of 
women using the “mark” for this purpose ranged from 5-70 in the Insular- 
Rural Districts, to 0-98 per cent. in the Mainland-Rural Districts. In the 
Small Town Districts this proportion was 3:29, in the Principal Town 
Districts 2:16, and in the Large Town Districts 1:57. In the counties this 
proportion of men married ranged from 4°82 in Bute and 3-08 in Suther- 
land, to 0 in nine counties, and the proportion of women using the “ mark” 
ranged from 13°92 in Ross and Cromarty, 7-69 in Sutherland, 4:38 in Inver- 
ness, and 3°68 in Lanark, to 0 in six counties. In six counties, namely, 
Orkney, Caithness, Kinross, Peebles, Selkirk, and Kirkcudbright, all persons 
married during the year were able to sign the register by writing, and 
none of them required to use the mark. 

The average number of marriages registered in Scotland daily throughout 
the year was 86. In J une that average was 150, in July 131,in December 
129, in January 114, in April 82, in September 72, in October 69, in Nov- 
ember 64, in August 63, in February 61,in March 52, and in May 88. 

The marriage-rate of the year, 1905, in the United Kingdom was 
7°3, in England and Wales 7°6, and in Ireland 5°3. The Scottish rate is 
thus 0°6 lower than the rate of the United Kingdom, 0-9 lower than the 
English rate, but 1:4 higher than the Irish rate. 

The following are the marriage-rates of the year in some European 
countries :—Servia 9:9, Hungary 8°5, Prussia 8:1, Belgium 7°9, Roumania 
79, France 7°7, Italy 7°6, Switzerland 7-6, Holland 7°3, Spain 7:2, Denmark 
7-1, Sweden 5°8, and Norway 5:8. 


DEATHS. 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the year 1905 numbered 74,536. Table 7, 
They are 3445 fewer than the deaths registered in the previous year, 1904, 
and 3863 fewer than the average number registered annually in the previous 
ten years. They are fewer than the deaths registered in any year since 
1896. Of the deaths, 37,196 were of males and 37,340 of females; the 7 27. 
former are 1655 fewer than in the previous year, and the latter 1790 
fewer. 

The death-rate of the year is 15°94 per thousand, a rate which is 0:91 Table 1. 
lower than that of the previous year, 1°83 lower than the mean of the rates

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of the previous ten years, and is the lowest death-rate yet recorded for 
Scotland. It is 0°66 lower than the death-rate of 1903, which is the lowest 
previously recorded. The death-rate of the male population is 16°31, and 
of the female population 15°58; that of the male population is 0:92 lower 
than the corresponding dedth-rate of the previous year, and that of the 
female population 0°91 lower than the death-rate of the female population 
of the previous year. 

Deaths registered in the Principal Town Registration Districts numbered 
34.980, the death-rate of those districts being 16:70. Deaths in the Large . 
Town Districts numbered 9883; in them the death-rate was 16°29. Deaths 
in the Small Town Registration Districts numbered 14,061, the death-rate 
being 14:95. Deaths in the Mainland-Rural Registration Districts 
numbered 13,824, the death-rate in them being 15°01. Deaths in the 
Insular-Rural Districts numbered 1788, the death-rate in them being 15°69. 
The deaths in each of these groups of registration districts, Insular- 
Rural excepted, were fewer in 1905 than in the previous year. 
The death-rate in each of these groups of registration districts, 
Tnsular-Rural excepted, is lower than in 1904; in the Principal Town 
Districts it is 1:27 lower, in the Large Town Districts 0°99 lower, in the 
Small Town Districts 0°67 lower, in the Mainland-Rural Districts 0°51 
lower, but in the Insular-Rural Districts it is 004 higher. In each of the 
three urban groups of districts the death-rate is the lowest recorded, in the 
Mainland-Rural Districts it is the lowest with the exception of that of 
1896, but in the Insular-Rural Districts there are several lower death-rates 
recorded. : 

In a supplement to the Detailed Annual Report of 1904 attention was 
directed to the fact that a noticeable feature of the death-rates of recent 
years is that the difference between the urban and rural death-rates is a 
diminishing quantity. There is a further diminution of this difference in 
this year’s statistics, for the difference between the death-rate of the 
Principal Town Districts and that of the Mainland-Rural Districts is only 
1:69 per thousand, a difference which is smaller than that of any previous 
year, the previous smallest being in 1904, when it was 2°45. 

The death-rate in the divisions of the counties ranged from 16°57 in the 
South-Western, to 15°05 in the West-Midland. In the Northern it was 
16-44, in the North-Western 16°16, in the Southern 15°72, in the East-

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Midland 15°67, in the South-Hastern 15°36, and in the North-Eastern 15°09. 
Compared with the death-rates of the previous year, those of each of these 
divisions of the counties are lower, except that of the Northern Division, 
which is slightly higher. 

In the counties the death-rate of the year ranged from 17-43 in Caithness, 

17-27 in Dumfries, 16°93 in Shetland, and 16°92 in Lanark, to 12°53 in 
Peebles, 12°57 in Berwick, 12°96 in Kincardine, and 13°51 in Kinross. In 
two counties the death-rate was more than 17, in eight counties it was 
between 16 and 17, in ten it was between 15 and 16, in eight it was 
between 14 and 15, in two between 13 and 14, and in three less than 13. 

In the principal towns the death-rate ranged from 18°79 in Greenock, Zable 4. 
17:99 in Dundee, and 17:85 in Glasgow, to 12°67 in Partick, 13°64 in 
Kirkcaldy, and 13°86 in Motherwell. In Hamilton it was 17°12, in Perth 
17:07, in Coatbridge 16-21, in Aberdeen 16°17, in Edinburgh 16:13, in 
Paisley 16°10, in Kilmarnock 15°62, in Govan 14:27, and in Leith 13°95. 
Compared with the death-rates of these towns in the previous year, with 
the exception of those of Greenock, Kirkcaldy, and Hamilton, they are Table 21. 
all lower. Compared with the mean of the death-rates of these towns in 
the previous ten years, they are all without exception lower. That of 
Motherwell is 3-9 lower, of Coatbridge 3°5 lower, of Paisley and Leith each 
_ 3-4 lower, of Glasgow 8:0 lower, of Partick 2°8 lower, of Edinburgh 2:5 
lower, of Dundee and Govan each 2:4 lower, of Aberdeen and Kilmarnock 
each 2°1 lower, of Perth 1:9 lower, of Kirkcaldy and Hamilton each 1°4 
lower, and of Greenock 0°6 lower. | 

When the death-rates of the counties are corrected—that is, adjusted 80 7wbie 19. 
as to allow for the differences of the age and sex distribution of the 
population—it is found that the highest county death-rates of the year 
were in Renfrew 19:00, Lanark 18-01, Edinburgh 16°62, Forfar, 16:29, and 
Dumbarton 16:29; and the lowest death-rates in Kinross 11°01, Berwick 
11:48, Orkney 11-60, Kincardine 11°70, and Sutherland 11°79. i 

The corrected death-rates of the principal towns ranged from 19°77 in 

Glasgow, 19°74 in Greenock, and 18:96 in Dundee, to 13:97 in Partick, 
14:27 in Kirkcaldy, and 14°82 in Leith. In Hamilton it was 17°97,, in 
Coatbridge, 17°54, in Perth 17°13, in Paisley 16°85, in Edinburgh 16°80, in 
Kilmarnock 16°57, in Aberdeen 16:06, in Govan 15°74, and in Motherwell 
15°29. 

In five counties the corrected death-rate was higher than that of Scotland, 
namely, in Renfrew, Lanark, Edinburgh, F orfar, and Dumbarton; in the 
remaining 28 counties the corrected death-rate was lower than the national 
rate. In five of the principal towns the corrected death-rate was less than 
the national death-rate, namely, in Govan, Motherwell, Leith, Kirkcaldy, 
and Partick ; in the remaining 10 principal towns the correctad death-rate 
was higher than the national death-rate. 

Of males dying during the year, 12,997, or 34°94 per cent., were aged Tables 22 
less than five years; 972, or 2°61 per cent., were aged between five and ten ; nd 24. 
672, or 1°81 per cent., between ten and fifteen; 910, or 2°45 per cent., 
between fifteen and twenty; 2180, or 5°86 per cent., between twenty and 
thirty ; 2388, or 6°41 per cent., between thirty and forty; 2918, or 7°85 
- per cent., between forty and fifty; 3685, or 9°91 per cent., between fifty 
and sixty; 4642, or 12:48 per cent., between sixty and seventy ; while 
5819, or 15°64 per cent., were aged more than seventy. 

The death-rate of males per thousand of the estimated male population Table 23. 
of the year was 16°31. For those under five, 46°17 ; between five and ten,

3:72: between ten and fifteen, 2°69; between fifteen and twenty, 3°77; 
between twenty and thirty, 531; between thirty and forty, 8:03; between 
forty and fifty, 12°69; between fifty and sixty, 2353; between sixty and 
seventy, 47°82; between seventy and eighty, 91:13; between eighty and 
ninety, 171:04; and over ninety, 31485. When these death-rates are 
compared with the corresponding death-rates of the previous year, it is 
found that the death-rate of each of the age groups of males is lower than 
the rate of the previous year, excepting the death-rates of males in the 
thirty to forty and the over ninety age groups. 

Of females dying during the year, 10,955, or 29°34 per cent., were aged 
less than five years; 996, or 2°67 per cent., were between five and ten 
years of age; 703, or 1°88 per cent., between ten and fifteen; 944, or 2°53 
per cent., between fifteen and twenty ; 2308, or 6:18 per cent., were between 
twenty and thirty ; 2437, or 6°53 per cent., were between thirty and forty ; 
2654, or 7:11 per cent., were between forty and fifty; 3493, or 9°35 per 
cent., were between fifty and sixty ; 4812, or 12°89 per cent., were between 
sixty and seventy ; while 8037, or 21:52 per cent., were aged more than 
seventy. 

The female death-rate per thousand of the estimated female population 
for the year is 15°58; of those under five years old, 39°70; between five 
and ten years old, 3°92; between ten and fifteen, 2°92; between fifteen and 
twenty, 4:01; between twenty and thirty, 5:26; between thirty and forty, 
7°55; between forty and fifty, 10°83; between fifty and sixty, 19°71; 
between sixty and seventy, 38°51; between seventy and eighty, 77°32; 
between eighty and ninety, 155°39; and over ninety, 30984. Compared 
with the corresponding rates of the previous year, those of all age groups 
are lower. 

In the age periods, five to ten, ten to fifteen, and fifteen to twenty, the 
female death-rate is higher than the male death-rate, but in all the other 
age periods the male death-rate is higher than the female death-rate. 

By a comparison of the percentages of the total deaths in each of 
the age groups, it is found that of the deaths in the urban districts a 
larger proportion were children than of the deaths in the rural districts, 
and that in the latter districts a larger proportion were old people than 
was the case in the urban districts. In the Principal Town Districts the 
male deaths under five amounted to 38°96 of the total deaths, in the Large 
Town Districts to 37°30, and in the Small Town Districts to 35°87; while 
in the Mainland-Rural Districts they amounted to only 2414 per cent. of 
the total, and in the Insular-Rural Districts to only 18-14 per cent. 
Female deaths of under five in the Principal Town Districts amounted to 
33°00 per cent. of the total female deaths, in the Large Town Districts to 
32°51 per cent., and in the Small Town Districts to 29:00 per cent.; while 
in the Mainland-Rural Districts they amounted to only 19-10 per cent., and 
in the Insular-Rural Districts to only 12:78 per cent. Male deaths of 
over seventy in the Principal Town Districts amounted to 10-03 per cent. 
of the total male deaths, in the Large Town Districts to 13-02, in the Small 
Town Districts to 17-93; while in the Mainland-Rural Districts they 
amounted to 27°09, and in the Insular-Rural Districts to 36:05. Female 
deaths of over seventy in the Principal Town Districts amounted to 15°28 
per cent. of the total female deaths, in the Large Town Districts to 18°36, 
in the Small Town Districts to 23-97 per cent.; while in the Mainland- 


Rural Districts they amounted to 33°71 per rt dsaith ; 
Districts to 44:83 per cent. pee ceuibssin dR Recta ae! 
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Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 15,275; the births 7able 28 


of the year numbered 131,410, and thus the infantile mortality rate per 
thousand births amounted to 116:2. This rate is 6:9 lower than that of 
the previous year, and 10:2 lower than the mean of the rates of the 
previous ten years. 

The infantile mortality rate in the Principal Town Districts was 127°8, 
in the Large Town Districts 120-2, in the Small Town Districts 112°0, in 
the Mainland-Rural Districts 91:4, and in the Insular-Rural Districts 80°8. 
In the Small Town and both the Rural Districts this rate is somewhat 
higher than in the previous year, but in the Principal Town and Large 
Town Districts it is lower than in that year. 

In the divisions of the counties this rate ranged from 121°8 in the South- 
_ Western, to 78°9 in the Northern. In the South-Eastern it was 118-4, in 
the North-Eastern 115°8, in the Hast-Midland 111°5, in the West-Midland 
106°8, in the Southern 102°2, and in the North-Western 101°8. In the 
Northern and North-Western divisions this rate is higher than in the 
previous year, but in each of the other divisions it is lower. 

In the counties the infantile mortality rate ranged from 140-7 in Nairn, 
129-1 in Lanark, 127°3 in Linlithgow, 122°9 in Edinburgh, and 121°2 in 
Aberdeen, to 25°5 in Orkney, 61:2 in Peebles, 75°3 in Shetland, 75°5 in 
Kinross, and 77°7 in Sutherland. In five counties it was more than 120, 
in six counties between 110 and 120, in seven between 100 and 110, in 
14 it was between 50 and 100, in one county it was less than 50. 

In the principal towns the infantile mortality rate ranged from 139°1 in 
Aberdeen, 133:1 in Edinburgh, and 133:1 in Dundee, to 99-0 in Coatbridge, 
101:0 in Leith, and 106°5 in Kirkcaldy. In Hamilton it was 132-0, in 
Glasgow 131°4, in Govan 126'9, in Motherwell 123°4, in Partick 122°5, in 
Kilmarnock 122:1, in Paisley 116-8, and in Greenock 1164. With the 
exceptions of those of Edinburgh, Hamilton, and Motherwell, the infantile 
mortality rates of each of these towns is lower than it was in the previous 

ear. 
if The infantile mortality rate of male children per thousand male children 
born was 128°2, and of female children per thousand female children born 
103°9. Both of these rates are 6°8 lower than the corresponding rates of 
the previous year. 

The average age at death of all persons dying in Scotland during the 
year was 36°3, of males 34:3, and of females 38°9. In the previous year 
the average age at death of males was 34°0, and of females 38°4. In the 
Principal Town Districts the average age at death of all persons dying 
during the year was 32°5, of males 30:5, and of females 34:5. In the 
Large Town Districts the average age of all dying was 34:1, of males 32:3, 
and of females 36:0. In the Small Town Districts the average age of all 
dying was 37°3, of males 34°5, and of females 40:0. In the Mainland- 
Rural Districts the average age of all persons dying was 46°3, of males 43:9, 
and of females 48°6. The corresponding averages in the Insular-Rural 
Districts were, for both sexes combined 51°7,formales48°5,and forfemales55'1. 
The average ages at death of males in the Small Town and Mainland-Rural 
Districts are lower than in the previous year, but in the other groups of 
districts they are higher. The average ages at death of females in the 
Large Town, Small Town, and Insular-Rural Districts are lower than in the 
previous year, but in the Principal Town and Mainland-Rural Districts 
they are higher. 

The deaths of 21 centenarians were registered during the year; of them 
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7 were men and 14 women. The oldest men were a crofter aged 104, and 
man of unstated occupation aged 103. The oldest women were one of 
106, two of 108, and one of 102. 

The average number of deaths registered daily throughout the year was 
204. In January that daily average was 242, in February 230, in March 
222, in May 216, in November 212, in April 209, in December 202, in 
June 193, in October 190, in July 182, in August 181, and in September 
172. 

The death-rate of the United Kingdom for the year was 15°5, of England 
and Wales 15:2, and of Ireland 17:1. The Scottish death-rate of the year 
is thus 0°4 higher than that of the United Kingdom, 0°7 higher than that 
of England and Wales, but 1:2 lower than the Irish death-rate. 

The following are the death-rates of the year in some European 
countries :—Norway 14°8, Denmark 15:0, Holland 15:3, Sweden 15:6, 
Belgium 16°5, Switzerland 17°9, France 19:6, Prussia 19:6, Italy 21:7, 
Servia 24°4, Roumania 25:0, Spain 25°9, Hungary 27°8, 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the total deaths registered in Scotland during the year 72,795, or 97°7 
per cent., were certified as to the cause of death by a qualified medical 
practitioner or bya procurator-fiscal, while 1741, or 2:3 per cent., were not so 
certified. The percentage of deaths uncertified is 0°1 lower than the 
corresponding percentage of the previous year, and 0'4 lower than the mean 
of these percentages of the previous five years. 

The percentage of deaths uncertified ranged from 28°8 in the Insular- 
Rural Districts to 0°9 in the Large Town Districts. In the Small Town 
Districts it was 1:1, in the Principal Town Districts 1:4, and in the Main- 
land-Rural Districts 3°5. Compared with the mean of the last five years 
each of these percentages is less. In the divisions of the counties this rate 
ranged from 21°5 in the North-Western and 16:3 in the Northern, to 0°5 
in the Southern and 0-9 in the East-Midland and South-Western. In the 
counties this rate ranged from 26-4 in Sutherland, 26:0 in Shetland, and 
245 in Ross and Cromarty, to 0 in Peebles, Selkirk, and Roxburgh. In 
the principal towns this rate ranged from 4:0 in Edinburgh and 3°5 in 
Paisley, to 0 in Coatbridge and 0:1 in Dundee. 

An analysis of these 1741 uncertified deaths is given in Table 40a. In 
1579 of them the cause of death was stated, but in 162, or 9°3 per cent., the 
cause of death was not stated. The largest number of these deaths ascribed 
to one cause was 505, or 29:0 per cent., which were ascribed to old age ; of 
these 230 were in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 202 in the Insular- 
Rural Districts, and only 73 in the three urban groups of districts combined. 
Next in frequency to the deaths from old age are those attributed to 
premature birth debility ; they number 161, and constitute 9-2 per cent. of 
the total uncertified; of them 146 were in the urban districts, and only 15 
in the rural districts. Among other causes of death attributed to these 
uncertified causes were atrophy and debility 120, tubercle 106, including 89 
cases of phthisis, heart disease and syncope 96, bronchitis 86, pneumonia 
65, convulsions 40, apoplexy 19, measles 17, malignant disease 17, and 
violence 11. 

In the rural districts the frequency of these uncertified deaths may prob- 
ably be rightly attributed to want of available medical assistance. Ina 
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town such as Edinburgh, where the proportion of uncertified deaths is com- 
paratively high, it cannot be attributed to that cause, but it is to a consider- 
able extent attributable to the fact that a large section of the poor of the 
town are medically attended by senior medical students conducting under 
supervision the out-door work of the charitable dispensaries, and their 
certificates, though often as good as those of fully qualified men, cannot be 
accepted as certificates in terms of the Registration Act. A comparison of 
the analysis of the Edinburgh uncertified deaths with the Insular-Rural 
uncertified deaths demonstrates this point, for of the 219 uncertified deaths 
in Edinburgh, only seven are attributed to ill-defined causes such as debility, 
old age, and the like, while of the 515 uncertified Insular-Rural deaths no 
fewer than 289 are attributed to such causes. 

In an endeavour to make the information as satisfactory as possible, 
letters of enquiry were during the year freely used in all cases where there 
were doubts as to the classification of the certified causes of death, or where 
there were doubts as to the interpretation of the nomenclature used. By 
this means special information was received in 963 cases. These letters, 
among other cases, dealt with 180 cases of “tumour,” 128 of syncope, 105 of 
paralysis, 94 of old age in which the stated age was less than sufficient to 
account fora death from that cause, 62 of debility, atrophy, or such like 
term, 58 of general paralysis other than reported dying in lunatic asylums, 
38 from natural causes, and 22 from convulsions. By these enquiries 168 
cases of malignant disease were discovered, 91 cases of apoplexy, 34 cases 
of alcoholism, 31 cases of tuberculosis, 10 of syphilis, and a varying number 
of other diseases. In the replies to queries regarding cases certified as 
dying of old age at comparatively early age, a frequent answer was to the 
effect that the relatives must have deliberately understated the age and 
have done so for purposes connected with life assurance. Of the 105 
enquiries regarding deaths certified as due to paralysis, 73 transpired to be 
due to apoplexy, 14 to softening of the brain, 2 to syphilis, 1 to alcoholism, 
and only 9 to diseases of the spinal cord. Of the 58 cases of general 
paralysis enquired into, 34 transpired to be genuine cases of general 
paralysis, dementia paralytica, while that term in the remaining 24 cases 
was found to refer to other conditions such as the paralysis of alcoholism, 
that of syphilis, of softening of the brain, of apoplexies and of other diseases 
of the brain and spinal column. 

The total number of deaths during the year in which the cause of death 
was not ‘stated was 451; these are 170 fewer than in the previous year, 
222 fewer than in 1903, 2538 fewer than in 1902, and 274 fewer than 
in 1901, and would appear year by year to be adiminishing quantity. They 
now amount to less than 0°6 per cent. of the total deaths. 

Of the 74,085 deaths of which the cause was specified, 4725, or 6°4 per 
cent., were ascribed to diseases of the nervous system ; 12,173, or 16°4 per 
cent., to diseases of the circulatory system ; 5646, or 7°6 per cent., to diseases 
of the respiratory system ; 4989, or 6:7 per cent., to diseases of the digestive 
system ; 2223, or 3:0 per cent., to diseases of the urinary system ; 176, or 
0-2 per cent., to diseases of the reproductive system ; 450, or 0-6 per cent., 
to diseases and accidents of parturition other than septic infection; 237, 
or 0°3 per cent., to diseases of the locomotor system ; 106, or 0°1 per cent., 
to diseases of the skin; and 2949 or 4:0 per cent., to violence.

Deaths from small-pox during the year numbered 4. This is the smallest Table 35. 


number of such deaths recorded in any year since 1899, when there was 
only one such death. In the previous year, 1904, these deaths numbered 
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185. Of the 4 deaths recorded this year, two were of persons who had been 
vaccinated and two of persons who had not been vaccinated. Of these 
deaths, one was in Glasgow, one elsewhere in Lanarkshire, one in Dumbar- 
tonshire, and one in Stirlingshire. 

“Fevers” were the ascribed cause of 431 deaths ; of them 44 were from 
typhus, 873 from enteric, two from cerebro-spinal, and 12 from ill-defined 
fever. These deaths collectively are one fewer than in the previous year. 

Deaths from typhus fever numbered 44, which is 30 more than in the 
previous year and more than in any year since 1898. The excess of these 
deaths is accounted for by limited epidemics of this disease in Glasgow and 
in Aberdeen. The death-rate from this cause in Scotland amounted to 1 
per 100,000, in Aberdeen 8 per 100,000, and in Glasgow 2 per 100,000. 

Deaths from enteric fever numbered 373, which is 37 fewer than in the 
previous year and smaller than the number of such deaths recorded in any 
previous year. The national death-rate from this cause was 8 per 100,000, 
arate which is the lowest Scottish death-rate from that cause yet recorded, 
and which ranged from 16 in the Large Town Districts, to 5 in the Main- 
land-Rural Districts. In the Insular-Rural Districts it was 8, in the 
Principal Town Districts 7, and in the Small Town Districts 7. In the 
principal towns this death-rate ranged from 30 in Greenock and 16 in 
Paisley and Motherwell, to 0 in Kirkcaldy and 2 in Aberdeen, Govan, and 
Partick. 

Deaths from measles during the year numbered 1662, which is 150 more 
than in the previous year and 159 more than the average number during 
the previous five years. The national death-rate from this cause amounted 
to 36 per 100,000, a rate which ranged from 51 in the Principal Town 
Districts, to 6 in the Insular-Rural Districts. In the Large and Small 
Town Districts it was 30, and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 13. In the 
principal towns this rate ranged from 80 in Greenock, 72 in Govan and 70 in 
Glasgow, to 12 in Leith and 19 in Aberdeen. Of the deaths from measles, 
93:1 per cent. were of children of under five, and only 1:6 per cent. of 
persons over ten years old.

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Hooping-cough was, as is frequently the case, the most fatal of the 
infectious diseases. To it 2243 deaths were ascribed. These are 162 
fewer than in the previous year, but 107 more than the average number in 
the previous five years. The death-rate from hooping-cough in Scotland 
was 48 per 100,000, in the Principal Town Districts 60, in the Large Town 
Districts 55, in the Insular-Rural Districts 46, in the Small Town Districts 
40, and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 27. In the principal towns this 
rate ranged from 103 in Govan and 79 in Glasgow, Greenock, and Hamilton, 
to 13 in Kirkcaldy and 20 in Aberdeen and Coatbridge. Of those dying 
from hooping-cough, 96:4 per cent. were of less than five years old, and 
only 0:3 per cent. of persons of over ten. 

Deaths from scarlet fever numbered 211; they are 66 fewer than in the 
previous year, 280 fewer than the average number in the previous five 
years, and are the smallest number yet recorded as occurring in any one 
year. The national death-rate from this cause was 5 per 100,000, a rate 
which is the lowest yet recorded, and which ranged from 6 in the Large 
Town Districts, to 3 in the Small Town Districts. In the Principal Town 
and Insular-Rural Districts it was 5, and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 
4. In the principal towns this rate ranged from 31 in Greenock and 7 in 
Aberdeen, to 0 in Govan, Partick, Coatbridge, and Kirkcaldy. Of those 
dying from scarlet fever, 85:3 per cent. were less than ten years old.

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Deaths from diphtheria and creup numbered 721; they are 29 fewer 
than in the previous year and 97 fewer than the average number for 
the previous five years, and are the smallest number yet recorded for any 
year with the exception of 1903. The death-rate from these causes for the 


entire country was 16 per 100,000, in the Insular-Rural Districts 21, in the 


Large Town Districts 19, in the Principal Town Districts 15, in the Small 
Town Districts 15, and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 14. Of these 721 
deaths, 657 were registered as due to diphtheria, and 64 as due to croup. 
Of those dying from diphtheria, 70 per cent. were under fiveyears old. 

In 912 deaths influenza was stated to be the primary cause of death, and 
in 115 a secondary or contributing cause. The former are 238 more than 
in the previous year, and the latter.61 more. The deaths of which influ- 
enza was the primary cause are equivalent to a death-rate of 20 per 
100,000, a rate which is 5 higher than in the previous year, and which 
ranged from 56 in the Insular-Rural Districts, to 15 in the Principal and 
Large Town Districts. These deaths were most frequent in the months of 
January, February, and March. Nairn is the only county in which no 
deaths from influenza were recorded. Of the deaths from influenza, 53:7 
per cent. were of persons of over sixty. 

Deaths from diarrhoeal diseases numbered 2945 ; they are 213 fewer than 
in the previous year and 292 fewer than the average number during the 
previous five years. These deaths include 294 certified as due to epidemic 
diarrhoea or infective enteritis, 909 as due to diarrhoea or choleraic diarr- 
hoea, 23 as due to dysentery, 776 as due to enteritis (not infectious), and 943 
as due to gastro-enteritis. The death-rate from these causes amounted to 
63 per 100,000, which is 6 lower than the rate of the previous year and 
9 lower than the mean of the death-rates from these causes during the 
previous five years. Of the deaths from diarrhwal diseases, 80-4 per 
cent. were of children of less than five years old. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents connected with pregnancy, including 
these. from puerperal septit conditions, numbered 718 ; they are 103 more 
than in the previous year, and are equivalent to a mortality rate of 5:5 per 
thousand living children born. In the previous year that rate was 4:6. In 
the Insular-Rural Districts this rate was 5:9 per thousand births, in the 
Principal Town Districts 5-7, in the Small Town Districts 5:5, in the Large 
Town Districts 5-4, and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 4:9. In the prin- 
cipal towns this rate ranged from 9:1 in Motherwell, 8°6 in Hamilton, and 
8°5 in Perth, to 1:2 in Leith, 3-4in Coatbridge, and 4:2 in Kirkcaldy. In 
Glasgow it was 6-5, and in Edinburgh 5:8. 

The total deaths ascribed to tuberculous disease numbered 9619; they con- 
stituted 13 per cent. of the total deaths, and are equivalent to a death-rate 
of 207 per 100,000. These deaths are 539 fewer than in the previous year, 
and 314 fewer than the average number during the previous five years. 
The death-rate from this cause is 14 lower than that of the previous year, 
and the same amount lower than the mean of the rates of the previous five 
years. Inthe Large Town Districts the death-rate from this cause was 
231, in the Principal Town Districts 223, in the Small Town Districts 187, 
in the Insular-Rural Districts 182, and-in the Mainland-Rural Districts 
178. In the principal towns this rate ranged from 297 in Hamilton, 260 
in Dundee, and 250 in Paisley, to 143 in Partick, 160 in Kirkealdy, and 
175 in Govan. The total deaths from tuberculous disease include 1723 
ascribed to pulmonary tuberculosis, 4651 to phthisis (not otherwise defined), 
1159 to tuberculous meningitis, 712 to tuberculous peritonitis, 293 to tabes 
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mesenterica, 14 to lupus, 294 to tubercle of other organs, 756 to general 
tuberculosis, and 17 to scrofula. Of the persons dying from tuberculosis 
during the year, 63:4 per cent. were between fifteen and sixty years old, 
and 20°5 per cent. less than five years old. 

Malignant disease was the stated cause of death in 4132 instances. 
These are 212 more than in the previous year and 413 more than the 
average of the previous five years. These deaths constituted 56 per cent. 
of the total deaths in the country. The death-rate from these diseases. 
amounted to 89 per 100,000, the death-rate among males being 70, and 
among females 107. The death-rate from malignant disease in the Main- 
land-Rural Districts was 99, in the Principal Town Districts 92, in the 
Large Town Districts 80, and in the Small Town and Insular-Rural 
Districts 79. In the principal towns this death-rate ranged from 135 in 
Edinburgh, 127 in Perth, and 124 in Dundee, to 44 in Partick, 48 in 
Motherwell, and 52 in Govan. 

Of the deaths ascribed to malignant disease, 1984 were stated to be due 
to carcinoma, 244 to sarcoma, and 1904 to other forms of malignant 
tumour or to tumours described as cancer, but they do not include deaths 
ascribed to tumours not described as malignant, as for example tumours of 
the stomach, brain, and ovary. 

The organs affected by the malignant growths which proved fatal during Table 38. 
the year are shown in Table 38. The most common sites for cancerous 
yrowths among males were the stomach, 412 during the year, the liver 
181, the intestines 160, and the rectum 131; and among females, the 
stomach 496, the uterus 437, the breast 334, the liver 329, the intestines 
245, and the rectum 106. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 6672; they constituted 9°0 per cent. 
of the total deaths; they are 312 fewer than in the previous year, but 174 
more than the average number during the previous five years. ‘The death- 
rate from pneumonia was 144 per 100,000, a rate which is 8 lower than 
that of the previous year, but is the same as the mean of the death-rates 
from this cause during the previous five years. The death-rate from 
pneumonia in the Principal Town Districts was 172, in the Large Town 
Districts 144, in the Small Town Districts 123, in the Mainland-Rural 
Districts 104, and in the Insular-Rural Districts 103. In the principal. 
towns this death-rate ranged from 214 in Glasgow, 200 in Greenock, and 
189 in Govan, to 101 in Hamilton, 109 in Perth, and 116 in Partick and 
Kilmarnock. Of those dying from pneumonia 48°3 per cent. were under 
five years old, 28:8 per cent. between fifteen and sixty, 19°7 per cent. were 
over sixty, and 3°2 between five and fifteen. 

Deaths from bronchitis numbered 4821, and constituted 65 per cent. of 
the total deaths; they are 877 fewer than the number recorded in the 
previous year, and 1168 fewer than the average number recorded during 
the previous five years. The death-rate from bronchitis amounted to 104 
per 100,000, a rate which is 20 lower than that of the previous year, and 
39 less than the mean of the rates of the previous five years. This death- 
rate in the Principal Town Districts was 120, in the Large Town Districts 
106, in the Small Town Districts 91, in the Mainland-Rural Districts 81, 
and in the Insular-Rural Districts 75. In the principal towns this rate 
ranged from 169 in Hamilton, 145 in Dundee, and 148 in Paisley, to 74 in 
Kilmarnock, 79 in Edinburgh, and 83 in Kirkcaldy. Of those dying from 
pronchitis, 34°8 per cent. were under five, and 46:5 per cent. over sixty. 

Deaths from apoplexies numbered 4295, the death-rate from these causes 
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being 92 per 100,000. These deaths are 70 more than in the previous 
year, but the death-rate from them is the same as in that year. 

Among other specified causes of death during the year were 7295 from 
diseases of the heart, 4878 from diseases of blood vessels, 2259 from prema- 
ture birth debility, 610 from congenital defects, 1677 from nephritis and 
Bright’s disease, 449 from anemia, and 319 from diabetes. 

Deaths from violent causes numbered 2949 and constituted 4:0 per 
cent. of the total deaths ; they number the same as in the previous year. 
The death-rate from these causes amounted to 63 per 100,000, a rate which 
is 1 lower than that of the previous year. This rate in the male population 
was 94, and in the female population 34. In the Principal Town Districts 
this death-rate was 70, in the Insular-Rural Districts 66, in the Large 
Town and Mainland-Rural Districts 60, and in the Small Town Districts 53. 
In the principal towns this death-rate ranged from 110 in Coatbridge, 86 in 
Glasgow, and 85 in Leith, to 25 in Partick, 35 in Hamilton, and 38 in 
Motherwell. 7 

Of the deaths from violent causes, 2617 were accidental, 305 suicidal, 
26 homicidal, and 1 penal. | 

Of the accidental deaths, 498 were caused by drowning, 328 by burns and 
scalds, 315 by vehicles and horses, 216 by falls, 173 by suffocation, 143 by 
accidents in mines and quarries, 101 by overlaying, 86 by poisons and 
poisonous vapours, 56 by weather agencies, 47 by accidents on ships, boats, 
or at docks, 43 by machinery, 30 by building operations, 11 by weapons and 
implements, and 570 by other or not specified means. 

Among the accidental deaths from poisons there were 13 from laudanum, 
17 from chloroform, 6 from carbolic acid, 7 from coal gas, 7 from opium, 5 
from alcohol, 3 from oxalic acid, 2 each by strychnine, salts of sorrel, 
ammonia, phosphorus, carbonic acid gas, and liniments containing bella- 
donna, and 1 each from camphorated oil, ethyl chloride, carbon monoxide, 
belladonna, bichloride of mercury, rectified spirit, and laburnum vulgare. 

Among the deaths from suicide were 20 on railways, 23 by gunshot, 74 
by cutting and stabbing, 12 by precipitation, 54 by drowning, 92 by hang- 
ing, 27 by poison, and three by other or unstated means. Of the suicidal 
poisonings, 6 were by carbolic acid, 6 by laudanum or opium, 4 by prussic 
acid, 2 by oxalic acid, 2 by hydrochloric acid, and 1 each by bichromate of 
potassium, coal gas, potassium cyanide, A.B.C, liniment, and strychnine. 


WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON THE MORTALITY. 


The following remarks on the weather of the year are the Notes made 
by the late Dr. Buchan, under the direction of the Council of the Scottish 


nie ne Society, which appear in the Registrar-General’s Quarterly 
eports :— 


The month of January was characterised by a very high mean barometric 
pressure ; a high mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range ; 
a low mean humidity; an extremely low mean rainfall, with one less than 
the average number of rainy days; a considerable excess of strong winds 
from W. 

The mean barometric pressure was 30-027 inches, or 0224 inch above 
the normal. On 16th and 17th a very deep depression occurred, minor 
ones passing earlier in the month and on 30th. From 18th to 3lst the 
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barometer was unusually high, except during a rapid fall on 30th. The 
monthly range was large, the sea-level extremes at Leith being 80-750 
inches at 9 p.m. on 28th, and 28-951 inches at 9 a.m. on 17th. 

The mean temperature was 39°°5, or 2°2 above the normal, the days 
being 2°°5 and the nights 1°8 above their respective averages. In all 
districts the month was decidedly warmer than usual, being on the whole 
the mildest January since 1898. Very mild weather was experienced 
during the first few days, the mean temperature of the first week being at 
many places 6°°0 or 7°:0 above the normal. Highest readings for the 
month occurred at most stations between 4th and 8th, generally on the 
6th; but at a few on 28th or 30th. Frosts occurred about 10th, 17th, 
21st, and 26th, but were never severe or prolonged. Lowest temperatures 
were generally recorded on night of 16th. In the latter part of the month, 
temperature in Scotland was, as a rule, notably higher than that in 
England. Thus, during the third week the mean temperature of Aberdeen 
was nearly 5°°0 above that of London, and during the fourth week the 
nights at Braemar were 4°°0 warmer than those at Bath. The absolute 
maximum was 57°0 at Airds on 9th, and the minimum 15°0 at Leadhills 
on 17th. 

The mean rainfall was 2:40 inches, or 38 per cent. below the normal. 
In Orkney and Shetland, at Stornoway, and, on the mainland, at Dunrobin, 
Lairg, and Glencarron, rainfall was much above the average, the excess at 
Lairg amounting to nearly 70 per cent.; whilst in the greater part of 
Inverness-shire about the average amount was recorded. Elsewhere there 
was a decided shortage, more pronounced in the east than in the west. 
Thus, of the eastern stations, some had aggregates of less than half an 
inch; several, such as Arbroath, Dundee, and Duns, less than one-fifth of 
their normal rainfalls; and many others only from one quarter to one half. 
The greater part of the month’s rainfall was registered before the 12th, and 
-rainy spells occurred also about the 17th, 23rd, and 30th. On the Hast 
Coast, however, but little rain fel! after 17th.

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A north-west gale, with very high tides, occurred on 6th and 7th; from’ 
14th to 17th strong and destructive southerly to easterly gales were almost 
continuous; and on the night of the 30th the weather was again stormy. 
Snow in most districts about 9th and 16th. Thunder at Lochbuie, 
Rothesay, and Paisley on 9th; and at Glencarron, Edinburgh, and Leith 
on 12th. Bright sunshine deficient in Orkney; but about or above the 
average in other districts. A fine display of Aurora observed in Orkney 
and Shetland on 5th. 


The month of February was characterised by a high mean barometric 
pressure ; a high mean temperature, with a rather high mean daily range; 
a low mean humidity ; a slightly low mean rainfall, with two more than the 
average number of rainy days; a large excess of winds of average force 
from W, and N.W. 

The. mean barometric pressure was 29:949 inches, or 0:103 inch above 
the normal. The Leith barometer at sea-level was above 30 inches from 
3rd to Sth, from 7th to 15th, and from 20th to 23rd, the extremes there 
being 30°699 inches on 21st and 28°689 inches on 27th; on 26th and 27th 
the barometer remained continuously below 29 inches. 

The mean temperature was 39°2, or 1°:0 above the normal, the days being 
1°4 and the nights 0°6 above their respective averages. Temperature was 
0°6 below the average at Fort-Augustus, but in most districts the mean of 
the month was high, most of the more southerly stations having an excess 
of 1°5 or more. A good deal of mild weather was experienced, and there 
were no prolonged occurrences of frost. Temperature was somewhat low 
on 2nd; but on oth, Aberdeen and Crathes, with readings of 57°0, were 
warmer than places in the South of England and Channel Isles. Very low 
temperatures occurred on night of 11th, Marchmont reporting 19°-0 and 
Leadhills 16°-0, and again between 20th and 24th, the night of 21st being 
especially cold. The warmest days were the 5th, and between 13th and 
18th. The absolute maximum was 57°3 at Clathick on 14th, and the 
minimum 11°-1 at Kingussie on night of 21st. 

The mean rainfall was 2°77 inches, or 10 per cent. below the normal. 
There was a decided shortage in the eastern half of the country from 
Peterhead to Berwick, a less pronounced deficiency in central Perthshire, 
the Clyde area and the Southern Counties, and in other districts a rainfall 
more or less above the average but largely in excess towards the north. 
In east and south-east many stations had less than half their normal 
amounts, and about a dozen had aggregates of less than 1 inch. On the 
other hand, Lairg had an excess of 80 per cent., and Stornoway, Glen- 
carron, and Fort-Augustus of more than 40 per cent. There was a general 
dry spell from 21st to 23rd, and in the east practically no rain fell from 
2nd to 11th. The last few days of the month were very wet, Laudale, on 
Loch Sunart, reporting 2°39 inches on 25th. Glencarron had 1:38 inch on 
3rd, and heavy falls occurred at many places between 12th and 18th. . 

The weather was stormy on Ist, 18th, and 19th, and very unsettled 
towards the end of the month. Hail, sleet, and snow were of. rather 
frequent occurrence, but the falls were generally slight. Thunder at Lairg 
on Ist, in Mull on 2nd, at Paisley on 11th, and at Glasgow on 18th. 
Bright sunshine in general above the average, but below at Deerness an 
Marchmont.. An Aurora observed in Shetland on 1st and 13th.

\ ised by an extremely low mean 
barometric pressure; a high mean te 


mperature, with a mean daily range 
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about the average; a mean humidity, nearly equal to the average; a very high 
mean rainfall, with a large number of rainy days; a large excess of moderate 
winds from between S.E. and W. | 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°544 inches, or 0°265 inch below 
the normal. At Leith the barometer at sea-level was above 30 inches only 
from 2nd to 4th and on the evening of 31st, whilst it was below 29 inches 
on Ilth and 12th and from 14th to 16th. During the passage of a very 
deep depression on the 15th the Leith barometer at noon fell as low as 
28°381 inches. 

The mean temperature was 41°-9, or 23 above the normal, the days being 
2°2 and the nights 2°4 above their respective averages. Temperature was 
decidedly above the normal in all districts, and at a few stations frost in 
shade was not recorded. Lowest temperatures were in general registered 
on the night of the 2nd, though at some places on the nights of 9th, 17th, 
or 21st. The mildest weather of the month was experienced from about 
19th to 23rd, highest temperatures as a rule occurring on 22nd, when read- 
ings above 60°0 were noted at Paisley, Glasgow, Dunfermline, in the 
Lothians and Border Counties, and at Dumfries. The absolutely highest 
temperature was 64°-7 at Corstorphine on 22nd, and the lowest 16°4 at 
Braemar on night of 2nd. 

The mean rainfall was 4°14 inches, or 42 per cent. above the normal. 
At Duns, rainfall was just equal to the average; and at Marchmont, Wolfelee, 
and Glencarron there was only a trifling excess, but the general rainfall of 
the country was greatly above the normal. Lednathie and Fearn had two 
and a half times their average amounts ; and at Dunrobin, Keith, Kingussie, 
Braemar, Montrose, Comrie, Stobo, and Drumlanrig there was an excess of 
80 per cent. or over. The weather was unsettled and wet from 3rd to 17th, 
with heavy falls on several days, Dunrobin registering 1:58 inch and Glen- 
carron 1°39 on 11th, and Leadhills 2-09 on 15th. Rain was again frequent 
in most districts after 23rd, with heavy falls on 28rd and 25th, Lednathie 
having 1-91 inch on the latter day, and Aberdeen 0:94. The rainfall was 
in great contrast to the small amounts for January and February, the 
aggregate for these two months at a good many eastern stations being less 
than the total for March. 

On 15th a gale of great severity was experienced from S. and S.S.E. 
Showers of hail and sleet were frequent during the earlier half of the month. 
Thunder at Rothesay on 10th, at Dumfries on 12th, at Cally on 14th, at 
Leadhills on 15th, in east and south-east generally on 23rd, and at several 
places on some later day. Bright sunshine above the average on the east 
coast, below on the west, and very deficient in Orkney. An Aurora 
observed at several western stations on 2nd, and in Shetland on 6th, 9th, 
15th, 29th, and 31st. 


The month of April was characterised by a rather low mean barometric 
pressure ; a low mean temperature, with a low mean daily range ; an average 
mean humidity ; a rather high mean rainfall, with a somewhat large number 
of rainy days ; an excess of moderate winds from N.W. and N. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°803 inches, or 0:080 inch below 
the normal. The most important depressions occurred about 4th, 10th, 
28th, and 80th, whilst at Leith the barometer at sea-level was above 30 
inches on Ist, 2nd, 6th, and from 16th to 22nd, the extremes there being 
30°287 inches on 17th and 29-223 inches on 30th. 

The mean temperature was 42°-0, or 2°1 below the normal, the days being 
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2°-7 and the nights 1°°4 below their respective averages. Temperature was 
decidedly below the average in all districts, and a great deal of very cold 
weather was experienced, especially during the first half of the month. The 
coldest period was from 6th to 9th, when the temperature at many stations 
failed to reach 40°0 on one or more days. The night of the 7th was nearly 
everywhere the coldest of the month, the minimum at Balruddery, Lead- 
hills, Wolfelee, Drumlanrig and Cally falling to 20°0 or under. In central 
and northern districts the 4th was as a rule the warmest day, but towards 
the south temperature was highest between 18th and 15th, whilst a few 
stations had their maxima towards the end of the month. The absolutely 
highest temperature was 63°-4 at Cally on 30th, and the lowest 16°0 at 
Leadhills on 8th. 

The mean rainfall was 2°68 inches, or 18 per cent. above the normal, the 
distribution being rather irregular. At Lairg, Arbroath, Edinburgh, and 
Wolfelee the amounts were about the average, whilst at Dunrobin and in the 
greater part of the counties of Inverness, Perth, and Fife, there was a 
shortage of varying amount. On the other hand, Kelso had more than 
twice its average rainfall, and in the Nith Valley, Berwickshire, part of 
Aberdeenshire, and at Montrose, there was an excess of 50 per cent. or over. 
Falls of 1 inch or over in a day occurred on the Ist at Lochbuie, Greenock 
and Leadhills, on 14th at Lednathie, and on 28th at Duns, Marchmont and 
Broomlands, the largest of these being 1°43 inch at Duns on 28th. The 
last few days of the month were very unsettled and wet. Lairg and Tilly- 
pronie had as many as 26 days with rain, and the only stations with more 
than six consecutive dry days were Clathick, Dunfermline, Glasgow and 
Bothwell, where no rain fell from 18th to 25th. 

A good deal of snow fell between 5th and 9th, the storm being of consider- 
able severity in the north, and about the end of the third week the weather 
was again of a very wintry character. Thunder on loth at Buchlyvie, 
Rothesay, Leadhills, Stobo, Broomlands, Wolfelee, and Drumlanrig. Bright 
sunshine below the average, especially towards the south-east. An Aurora 
was observed in Shetland on Ist, 3rd, and 9th. 


The month of May was characterised by an extremely high mean baro- 
metric pressure ; a somewhat high mean temperature, with a slightly high 
mean daily range ; a rather low mean humidity; a low mean rainfall, with 
1 less than the average number of rainy days; an excess of moderate 
winds from W. and N.W. 

The mean barometric pressure was 30-095 inches, or 0°151 inch above the 
normal. At Leith the sea-level pressure remained continuously above 30 
inches from 8rd to 22nd, the highest reading there being 30°449 inches on 
5th, and the lowest 29-109 inches on 1st, the weather at the beginning of 
the month being affected by the passage of a depression of considerable 
intensity. 

‘The mean temperature was 49°°6, or 0°°6 above the normal, the days 
being 0°8 and the nights 0°5 above their respective averages. Tem- 
perature was decidedly above the normal over an area stretching from the 
Grampians towards the south-west, but a good many stations differed but 
little from their means, whilst towards the north-west and north-east the 
month was slightly colder than usual. Low temperatures ruled about the 
5th, but thereafter until the 20th, warm weather was experienced. Under 
the influence of winds from north and north-east an exceedingly cold spell 
prevailed for a few days from 21st with low day temperature and sharp 
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ground frosts. Thus Aberdeen had a maximum below 50° on 21st, 22nd 
and 25th, whilst even at Dumfries and Cally frost in shade was reported. 
Highest temperatures occurred generally about 17th, but in east and south- 
east more usually towards the end of the month. The absolutely highest 
temperature was 78°0 at Stronvar on 17th and at Poltalloch on 19th, and 
the lowest 24°0 at Leadhills on 22nd. 

The mean rainfall was 1°76 inch, or 23 per cent. below the normal. 
In parts of the counties of Banff, Ross, Inverness and Argyll there was 
a moderate excess, but over the greater part of the country a decided 
deficiency, which was most pronounced in the Lothians and Border 
Counties. Thus the Lothians had less than half, and Berwickshire only 
about one-third of their normal rainfalls. In general the month was the 
driest May since 1896. In some districts the earlier part of the month was 
unsettled and on 10th Lochbuie had a fall of 1°50 inch; but the chief 
feature of the month was an all but absolute period of general drought 
from 13th to 22nd, whilst at Cupar no rain fell until 24th and at Crathes 
none from 2nd to 23rd. Thereafter the weather was wet with heavy falls 
between 24th and 29th, Dumfries registering 1°37 inch on 28th. 

Hail at a few places early in the month, and thunder at Stobo on 13th, 
Deerness on 29th, and Fort-Augustus on 81st. Fog general in east and 
north from 13th to 19th and towards south-west at end of month. Sun- 
shine below the average, except towards north-west. For the week ending 
27th, Edinburgh had an aggregate of only 15 hours. 


The month of June was characterised by a rather high mean barometric 
pressure; a high mean temperature, with a very high mean daily range ; 
a low mean humidity; a very low mean rainfall, with a remarkably small 
number of rainy days; a very large excess of moderate winds from an 
easterly quarter. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29-982 inches, or 0-036 inch above 
the normal. At Leith the sea-level pressure was above 30 inches from oth 
to 14th and from 22nd to 26th, the extremes there being 30°429 inches on 
23rd and 29°663 inches on 2nd. 

The mean temperature was 5670, or 1°1 above the normal, the days 
being 2°0 and the nights 0°3 above their respective averages. Except 
at some eastern stations the month was much warmer than usual, and 
towards the west the temperature was at places from 2°0 to 4°:0 above the _ 
normal. The month opened with fairly high temperatures, followed by a 
cold spell until 12th with winds from north-east. Thereafter temperature 
was much higher, though in the east the only really warm weather experi- 
enced was on one or two days towards the end of the month. In general 
the coldest days were 7th, 11th and 12th, some unusually low temperatures 
occurring, and Crathes and Lednathie reporting frost in shade on 11th. 
Almost everywhere the warmest days were from 23rd to 27th, Dumfries 
and Cargen recording shade maxima above 80°°0 on each of these five days. 
The absolutely highest temperature was 85°-0 at Buchlyvie on 25th, and 
the lowest 31°3 at Crathes on 11th. 

The mean rainfall was 1:19 inch, or 53 per cent. below the normal, being 
the smallest June rainfall since 1891. At Kingussie there was a slight 
excess and Drumlanrig had nearly its average rainfall, but over the country 
generally there was a most pronounced deficiency. At Bothwell and in 
parts of East Lothian and Berwickshire the aggregate was less than half-an- 
inch, and nearly one-half of the stations had falls of less than 1 inch. 
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Deficiencies of from 40 to 60 per cent. were common, and at several places, 
such as Gordon Castle, Glasgow, and Duns, the shortage was at least 75 per 
cent. Rain was more or less general until 3rd or 4th; an absolute drought 
then set in, lasting until 17th, when heavy rains became general until 20th. 
Thereafter in most western districts no rain fell, whilst towards the close of 
the month thunderstorms in central and eastern Scotland were associated 
with heavy rainfalls. The largest daily amounts were 1:05 inch at Stron- 
var on 19th, 0°96 at Glencarron on 26th, 0°94 at Kingussie on 27th, and 
0:92 at Cargen on 20th. ahi 

A thunderstorm of great severity took place inthe Lochaber district on 
23rd and 24th, and a destructive ‘‘ wash-out” occurred at Tulloch on the 
West Highland Railway. Thunderstorms in east and north about 26th 
and 27th followed somewhat irregular courses, and the accompanying rains 
were very local. The amount of sunshine was unusually large, especially 
inthe west. During the latter part of the month fog was somewhat preva- 
lent in the east and north, especially between 24th and 27th. 


The month of July was characterised by a rather high mean _baro- 
metric pressure; a high mean temperature, with a high mean daily range ; 
a low mean humidity ; a low mean rainfall, with one more than the average 
number of days with rain; a large excess of moderate westerly winds. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°950 inches, or 0:058 inch above 
the normal. There was no long continued period of high pressure, but the 
sea-level pressure at Leith was above 30 inches on Ist, 3rd, 4th, from 6th 
to 9th, on 13th and 14th, from 19th to 21st, and on 28th, the extremes - 
there being 30°219 inches on 19th and 29°570 inches on 29th. 

The mean temperature was 59°1, or 1°°8 above the normal, the days 
being 2°5 and the nights 1°2 above their respective averages. The month 
was the warmest July since 1901, but much less warm than that month 
“which had a mean temperature of 61°°8. All districts were warmer than 
usual, nearly all by at least 1°-0 and several southerly stations by as much 
as 3°°0. Readings of 80°-0 or over were noted at Crathes on 7th, at 
several southerly stations on 9th, at Perth on 10th, at Clathick on 11th, 
at Smeaton on 14th, and in Dundee district on 21st. In general the week 
ending 15th was the warmest of the month, whilst lowest temperatures 
occurred during the first week, on 19th, or from 27th to 29th. The 
absolutely highest temperature was 85°:0 at Stobo on 9th, and the lowest 
33°°2 at _Kingussie on 19th. 

The mean rainfall was 2°57 inches, or 18 per cent. below the normal. 
At Deerness and in Shetland there was an excess, as also to a trifling 
degree at a few mainland stations such as Glencarron, Peterhead, Helens- 
- burgh, and Bothwell. In general, however, there was a decided deficiency, 
less than half the normal being registered in parts of the counties of 
Inverness, Forfar, Perth, Peebles, Kirkcudbright, and Dumfries. Heavy 
falls occurred on the east coast on 2nd, Smeaton registering 1:01 inch, and 
we note a fall of 1°65 inch at Laudale, on Loch Sunart, on 9th, and falls of 
one inch or more at Bothwell on 9th, at Dumfries on 16th, and at Lochbuie 
on 11th, 21st, and 29th, the weather being unsettled around these various 
dates. On the east coast practically no rain fell from 6th to 10th, whilst 
the number of days with rain ranged from 26 at Lairg, and 23 at Glen- 
“ carron to only 8 at Montrose. 

A severe thunderstorm was general on 9th, with heavy rains in places, 
and there were minor occurrences in various districts on other days. At 
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Marchmont thunder was reported on 6 days, and at Leadhills, Aberdeen, 
and Crathes on 5 days. Sunshine above the average, especially towards 
the south-east, Marchmont having 13 hour a day more than the normal. 
A good deal of fog on 2nd, from 9th to 14th, and from 20th to 22nd. 


The month of August was characterised by a slightly low mean _baro- 
metric pressure; a rather low mean temperature, with a fractionally low 
mean daily range; a rather low mean humidity; a mean rainfall a little 
above the normal, with 3 more than the average number of days with rain; 
a slight excess of winds of average strength from north-east and from west. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°809 inches, or 0:047 inch below 
the normal. Depressions of some depth occurred on 19th and 28th, whilst 
at, Leith the sea-level pressure was above 30 inches from 12th to 17th, and 
on 30th and 31st, the extremes there being 30°240 inches on 380th, and 
29°337 inches on 19th. | 

The mean temperature was 55°5, or 1°°0 below the normal, the days 
being 1°2 and the nights 0°9 below their respective averages. In Mid- 
lothian and at Poltalloch, Lochbuie and Deerness, the month was of fully 
average warmth, but in most districts there was a decided temperature 
deficiency, amounting at Fort-Augustus to as much as 2°4. No. spell of 
markedly cold or warm weather occurred, temperature varying with the 
direction of the wind. At most stations south of the Grampians the 31st 
was the coldest day of the month, but towards north-west and north lowest 
readings occurred usually about 9th, 15th, or 24th. Highest readings were 
noted between 2nd and 4th, 14th and 17th, or 22nd and 24th. , The 
absolute maximum of 75°°5, at Dumfries on 15th, was low for the month of 
August, but the minimum, 32°0 at Lednathie on 31st, about the average. 

The mean rainfall was 3°93 inches, or 7 per cent. above the normal 
The distribution was rather irregular, the variations ranging from an 
excess of 40 per cent. at Dumbarton to a deficiency of 40 per cent. at 
Cupar. There was a slight shortage in Moray and Nairn and in parts of 
the counties of Inverness, Forfar, Fife, and Dumfries, whilst the excess was 
most decided around the Clyde estuary and towards the south-west. 
Some heavy falls were reported, and we may note the following :—1:24 
inch at Lednathie on 3rd, 1:57 at Poltalloch and 1:38 at Greenock on 4th, 
1:17 at Dumbarton on 7th, and 1°18 at Glencarron on 16th. Stronvar 
registered more than 1 inch on 4th, 17th and 18th. In southern districts 
there was a dry spell from 12th to 16th, and in northern from 14th to 
16th ; also towards north-east from 22nd to 25th. 

Thunder at many stations on one or more days, Duns reporting it on the 
4th, 10th, and 23rd, Glasgow on 4th, 6th, and 21st, Balruddery on 4th, 
9th, and 11th, and Aberdeen on Ist and 22nd. Sunshine below the average 
on the mainland but slightly above it at Deerness. The weather of the 
month was on the whole extremely unsettled, especially around 19th and 
26th, when the wind force became rather high. | 


The month of September was characterised by a slightly high mean 
barometric pressure; a slightly low mean temperature, with a slightly low 
mean daily range; alow mean humidity; a low mean rainfall, with 1 
more than the average number of days with rain; a slight excess of winds 
of average force from N.E. | 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°905 inches, or 0°052 inch above 
the normal. Cyclonic disturbances were frequent early in the month, and 
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on 7th the barometer fell to 29:0 inches in the North of Scotland. At 
Leith the sea-level pressure was above 30 inches from 14th to 17th, from 
20th to 23rd, and from 28th to 30th, the extremes there being 30°304 
inches on 17th and 29:150 inches on 7th. 

The mean temperature was 52”2, or 0°'6 below the normal, the days being 
0°-9 and the nights 0°:4 below their respective averages. At a few scattered 
stations, such as Leith, Aberdeen, and Inverness, temperature was equal to 
or above the average, but at most, and particularly towards the south-west, 
the month was colder than usual. Some fairly high temperatures occurred 
early in the month, especially on 3rd and 4th, but after the 9th the weather 
was markedly cooler with lowest readings in most districts on 21st, when 
a good many stations, including Crathes, Perth, Broomlands, and Drumlan- 
rig, registered frost in shade. The absolutely highest temperature was 
71°-0 at Arbroath on 3rd and Dumfries on 4th, and the lowest 27°°0 at Stobo 
on 21st. 

The mean rainfall was 2°76 inches, or 22 per cent. below the normal. In 
Berwickshire and at Poltalloch the average amount was recorded, whilst 
Glencarron had an excess of 30 per cent. and Airds, with more than 10 
inches for the month, nearly twice its normal. But in most districts there 
was a large deficiency, which was perhaps most marked in the counties of 
Forfar, Perth, Fife, and Dumfries, these having only about half their average 


_ rainfalls. The first ten days of the month were very wet with heavy falls 


in the west. Thus Glencarron registered more than | inch on Ist, 2nd, 
7th, 9th, and 10th, whilst we may note a fall of 1:00 inch at Glasgow 
observatory on 6th, at Fort-William 1:41 on 9th, and at Glenquoich 1°63 
on 3rd and 2°03 on 8th. From 18th until the end of the month but little 
rain fell in the west, but in the east some considerable falls took place 
after the 23rd, and on 26th and 27th heavy falls in Hast Lothian and 
Berwickshire caused damage to crops. 

Thunder at Duns on 5th, at Braemar on 7th, and at Lednathie on 5th, 
6th, and 7th. Sunshine above the average especially towards the north. 
From Ist to 10th strong S.W. winds prevailed. Thereafter the weather 
was of a settled character until about the 23rd, after which N.E. winds 
adversely affected conditions in the east. Auroras observed in Shetland on 
Sth, 18th, 19th, 22nd, and 25th. 


The month of October was characterised by an extremely high mean 
barometric pressure; an extremely low mean temperature, with a high 
mean daily range ; a low mean humidity ; a slightly low mean rainfall, with 
one more than the average number of days with rain ; a very large excess of 
moderate winds from N.W. and N. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29-970 inches, or 0°156 inch above 
the normal. A deep depression influenced the weather around 8rd and 4th, 
and depressions of varying depth were in evidence from 25th onwards. 
At Leith the sea-level pressure was above 30 inches from 6th to 13th, and 
from 18th to 25th, the extremes there being 30:519 inches on 10th, and 
29-060 inches on 30th. 

The mean temperature was 43°-7, or 2°-8 below the normal, the days being 
2°38 and the nights 3°4 below their respective averages. The month was 
the coldest October since 1896, the nights being especially cold, and the 
temperature deficiency well marked in all districts. Some fairly warm 
weather was experienced during the second week, but thereafter until about 
25th temperature remained exceedingly low under the influence of northerly 
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winds ; indeed in some districts the week ending 21st had a mean tempera- 
ture as much as 7°0 below the average. About one-third of the stations 
had shade temperatures below 25°) on one or more days between 16th 
and 20th, and Perth, for example, had frost in shade each day from 15th 
to 25th. The absolute maximum was 67°°0 at Arbroath on 9th, and Clathick 
on 10th, and the minimum 19°-0 at Leadhills on 16th, and Stronvar on,20th. 
We note also shade readings of 20°0 at Drumlanrig on 20th, and Kailmar- 
nock on 22nd. | 

The mean rainfall was 3°64 inches, or 10 per cent. below the normal. In 
the Moray Firth area and in the extreme northerly counties rainfall was 
above the average, the excess in Banffshire being very large, as much as 83 
per cent. at Gordon Castle. At Aberdeen, Braemar, Arbroath, Smeaton, 
Broomlands, and Cally the normal amount was registered, but elsewhere 
there was a shortage of varying amount. Glencarron had 30, Deerness 29, 
and Gordon Castle 27 days with rain. Heavy falls occurred in the west on 
8rd, Bowhill (Ayrshire) having 1°75 inch, Lochbuie 1°54 inch, and Fort- 
William 1°37 inch. Heavy falls were registered also at the end of the 
month, Inverness, Braemar, Arbroath, and Lednathie all having 1 inch or 
more on 30th or 81st. Except in the northern and south-eastern districts 
hardly any rain fell between 16th and 24th. 

The weather was of an unsettled character early in the month and towards 
the close, with showers of snow, sleet, or hail in many districts between 14th 
and 20th. Thunder occurred at Braemar, Marchmont, and a few other 
stations on 30th. Sunshine was of irregular distribution, but the third 
week was everywhere exceptionally sunny. 


The month of November was characterised by an extremely low mean 
barometric pressure ; a low mean temperature, with a somewhat low mean 
daily range; a mean humidity about the average ; a very high mean rain- 
fall, with a large number of days with rain; a large excess of moderate 

winds from an easterly quarter. 

‘The mean barometric pressure of 29°632 inches, or 0°202 inch below the 
normal, was the lowest mean for November since 1883. Depressions were 
frequent and considerable, the deepest occurring on 26th, when the sea-level 
pressure in the south of Scotland fell to 28°7 inches. At Leith pressure 
reached 30 inches on 8th, 9th, 17th, 18th, 20th, 21st, and 29th, the 
extremes there being 30:24 inches on 17th, and 28°7038 inches at 4 p.m. 
on 26th. 

The mean temperature was 39°'8, or 1°1 below the normal, the days 
being 1°-4 and the nights 0°8 below their averages. The temperature 
deficiency was well marked in nearly all districts, and, on the whole, the 
month was the coldest November since 1898. Some fairly mild weather 
was experienced early in the month, but about the middle of the third 
week there set in a frost of unusual severity for the time of year. On 
the night of 17th the sheltered minimum at Braemar fell to 5°:2, and on 
the following night shade readings of 15°°0 or under were noted at several 
stations, including Kingussie, Lednathie, and Drumlanrig. There was a 
rapid recovery of temperature after this cold spell, with high readings on 
99nd and 23rd. The absolutely highest temperature was 06" at Leadhills 
on 8rd, and the lowest 5°-2 at Braemar on the night of 17th. 

The mean rainfall was 5:07 inches, or 33 per cent. above thenormal. At 
Kingussie, in the extreme west, and in parts of the southern counties, the 
amounts were below or just equal to the average, but in nearly all other 
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districts there was a large excess, which was very pronounced towards the 
north-east. Thus, Keith, Tillypronie, and Montrose had more than twice 
their usual amounts, whilst the largest total reported was 9:41 inches at 
Crathes (Kincardine), 2°25 inches falling there on 11th. Very wet spells 
occurred, especially in the east, from Ist to 7th, and from 10th to 14th. The 
west coast rainfall was heavy from 22nd to 26th, and the 26th a very wet 
day in all districts. We may note falls of 2:02 inches at Bendamph (Loch 
Torridon) on 22nd, and 2:05 inches at Lochbuie (Mull) on 26th. 

The weather of the month was of a most. variable character, the early 
days being stormy in the north, and gales general around 13th and 26th. 
Snow fell in most districts during the cold spell towards the end of the 
third week. Sunshine was rather above the average. Thunder occurred 
at Leadhills on several days, and in Orkney and at some north-eastern 
stations on some oneday. On the night of 15th, an unusually brilliant 
display of Aurora was generally observed, the colours being described by 
the Deerness observer as “scarlet and orange.” 


The month of December was characterised by an extremely high mean 
barometric pressure; a notably high mean temperature, with a low mean 
daily range; a mean humidity about the average ; an extremely low mean 
rainfall, but with the average number of days with rain ; a large excess of | 
south-westerly winds of about average force. 

The mean barometric pressure of 30-010 inches, or 0°230 inch above the 
normal, was the highest mean for December since 1890. The most 
important depressions appeared between 5th and 9th, and at the very end 
of the month, and at Leith there were only nine days on which sea-level 
pressure failed to reach 80 inches, the extremes there being 30°883 inches 
on 12th and 29:380 inches on 6th. 

The mean temperature was 42°1, or 4°0 above the normal, the days 
being 3°°5 and the nights 4°-6 above their respective averages. The tem- 
perature excess was well marked in all districts, and within the last thirty 
years only in 1898 and 1900 has the mean for December been higher. The 
only important interruptions of cold were experienced about 12th and 13th, 
and again at the very close of the month, when south-easterly winds 
displaced the prevailing south-westerly air currents to which the remark- 
able mildness of the month was due. It is noteworthy that the mean 
temperatures of both day and night were above those for November, and 
that of the nights above even that of October. The absolutely highest 
temperature was 58°9 at Loanhead (Logie Coldstone) on 20th, and the 
lowest 14°-0 at Lednathie on 12th. 

The mean rainfall was 2°77 inches, or 38 per cent. below the normal, and 
the month was, on the whole, the driest December since 1892. Only a few 
isolated stations approached their average amounts, but the deficiency was 
more marked in the east than in the west, and greatest in north-eastern and 
south-eastern districts. Some stations registered less than 1 inch, and 

1 € had only about one-fifth of their usual amounts. 
The rainiest periods were from 5th to Sth, and from 19th to 24th, and we 
may note the following heavy falls :—1-39 inch at Stronvar on 5th, 1:63 at 
Fort-William on 20th, and on 24th, 1:31 at Kilmarnock, and 1:12 at 
Dramlanrig. — Pi. Sinacsings Aes Laing | 
The weather was stormy on 30th and 31st, 


and rather stormy between 
oth and 9th, with thunder at a few western an y 


d northern stations on 7th 
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or 8th. At only a few stations was snow, sleet, or hail recorded. Sunshine 
was above the average in the east, but deficient in the west and in the 
Orkneys.

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APPENDIX. 


ON THE INFANTILE MORTALITY IN THE COUNTIES AND 
TOWNS OF SCOTLAND SINCE THE INSTITUTION OF 
NATIONAL REGISTRATION, 1855, BY J. C. DUNLOP, M.D. 


In the earlier years of the publication of these reports which deal with 
the national statistics, infantile mortalities were not expressed as so many 
per thousand living children born, as is now the custom, and to make good 
this omission the deaths of children in each of the counties and principal 
towns has been compared with the number of births registered in them in 
each year since national registration was instituted, and the results are 
shown in the annexed Table (No. XI.). The infantile mortality rates of 
Scotland and of the groups of registration districts were published in the 
Decennial Supplement to the Forty-Eighth Detailed Annual Report of the 
Registrar-General, and are given in Table 29 of this Report. In this 
appendix all rates are expressed as per thousand living children born. 

The infantile mortality of Scotland for the period previous to 1860 was 
119-6 per thousand births, from 1861 to 1870 it was 121°1, between 1871 
and 1880 it was 122°7, between 1881 and 1890 it was 119-0, between 1891 
and 1900 it was 127:9, and since 1901 it has ranged between 113°4 
and 129°4, 

In Shetland the infantile mortality during the entire period, 51 years, 
has been low; in 1897 it was 45, in 1889 and 1904 it was 46, and in all the 
remaining years, 1866 and 1881 excepted, it was less than 100, In 1866 
it was 102, and in 1881 it was 104. The rate of each decennial period 
above referred to was between 60 and 70, and since 1901 it has ranged 
between 46 and 75. 

In Orkney, as in Shetland, the infantile mortality has been low, it having 
ranged from 25 in 1905, 32 in 1868, and 36 in 1874, to 89 in 1904, and 
"7 in 1875 and 1891. The infantile mortalities of the decennial periods 
have varied from 46 in the period 1861 to 1870, to 62 in the period 1891 to 
1900. Since 1901 it has ranged from 25 in 1905 to 89 in 1904. 

In Caithness the infantile mortality has also been low, the extremes 
being 58 in 1858, and 128 in 1897. The rate for the period previous to 
1860 was 76, between 1861 and 1870 it was 81, between 1871 and 1880 it 
was 85, between 1881 and 1890 it was 95, and between 1891 and 1900 it 
was 98. Since 1901 it has ranged between 93 and 117. The rate of this 
county, unlike those of Orkney and Shetland, appears to be an increasing 
quantity. 

The infantile mortality rate of Sutherland has been more like those of 
Shetland and Orkney than like that of Caithness, for it has been low, and 
shows no indication of increase. The extremes in this county were 53 in 
1872, 56 in 1898, and 107 in 1899. The rates of the decennial periods 
have ranged between 73 and 78, and the annual rates since 1901 have 
ranged between 71 and 90. 

In Ross and Cromarty the infantile mortality rate resembles that of 
Sutherland ; it is low.and not increasing.. The extremes were 62 in 1888, 
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and 117 in 1865. In the decennial periods the rate ranged between 77 and 
92. Since 1901 the rate has been between 75 and 105. 

The infantile mortality in the county of Inverness has been moderate, 
though higher than in the counties already named. The extremes are 79 
in 1888, and 119 in 1891. In 26 of the 51 years it was 100 or more. In 
the period before 1860 it was 101, from 1861 to 1870 it was 104, from 1871 
to 1880 it was 96, from 1881 to 1890 it was 93, from 1891 to 1900 it was 
106, and from 1901 to 1905 it ranged between 90 and 108. 

In Nairn the infantile mortality rate on the whole has been higher than 
that of Inverness, and it has been subject to greater variations. The 
extremes have been 58 in 1894 and 64 in 1895, and 156 in 1888 and 243 
in 1869, the last being the highest infantile mortality rate of any county — 
in any one year. In the decennial periods the rate has varied from 99 in 
the period before 1860 to 121 in the period 1861 to 1870. Since 1901 it 
has ranged between 109 and 144. | 

In Elgin the infantile mortality rate in the earlier years was low, but is 
showing a tendency to increase. The extremes were 69 in 1857 and 144 in 
1866. Inthe period before 1860 it was 83, between 1861 and 1870 it was 97, 
between 1871 and 1880 it was 98, between 1881 and 1890 it was 104, and 
between 1891 and 1900 it was 111. Since 1901 it has varied from 87 to 
134. 

Banff is another county in which the infantile mortality rate was low, 
but is tending to rise. In the period before 1860 it was 84, between 1861 
and 1870 it was 81, between 1871 and 1880 it was 91, between 1881 and 
1890 it was 101, and between 1891 and 1900, 107. The extremes were 
64 in 1865, and 121 in 1890 and in 1899. Previous to 1880 it was always 
under 100, but since then it has been twenty times more than 100, and only 
six times under 100. Since 1901 it has ranged between 84 in 1903, and 
114 in 1902 and 1905. 

Aberdeen is a county in which there has been a large increase of the 
urban population, and with that increase there has been an increase of the 
infantile mortality rate. In the period before 1860 the infantile mortality 
rate was 88, between 1861 and 1870 it was 96, between 1871 and 1880 it 
was 102, between 1881 and 1890 it was 109, between 1891 and 1900 it 
was 122, and since 1901 has ranged between 115 and 121. The extremes 
were 79 in 1858, and 133 in 1895. Since 1872 it has only three times 
been under 100 ; before then it was only four times over 100. 

In Kincardine the infantile mortality has remained fairly low, although 
there has been a tendency to rise within recent years. Before 1860 it was 
66, between 1861 and 1870 it was 72, between 1871 and 1880 it was 82, 
between 1881 and 1890 it was 87, and between 1891 and 1900, 98. Since 
1901 it has ranged between 96 and 126. The extremes were 57 in 1857 
and 09 in 1856, and 126 in 1899 and in 1904. 

Forfar is a county in which the infantile mortality has been high. 
Previous to 1860 it amounted to 136 per thousand, between 1861 and 1870 
it was 140, between 1871 and 1880 it was 138, between 1881 and 1890 it 
was 135, and between 1891 and 1900 it was 150, which last was the highest 
county infantile mortality for any decennial period. Since 1901 it has 
ranged between 117 in 1905 and 151 in 1901. - The extremes were 179 in 
1893, 178 in 1890, and 115 in 1881. ie | 

In Perth the infantile mortality has been low. Ithas ranged between 76 
in 1856, 83 in 1886, 1891, and in 1899, and 117 in 1876. sks the ig 
previous to 1860 it was 91, between 1861 and 1870 it was 95, between 1871 
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and 1880 it was 100, between 1881 and 1890 it was 94, and between 1891 
and 1900 it was 97. Since 1901 it has ranged between 91 and 93. 

In Fife the infantile mortality rate has been an increasing quantity. 
Before 1860 it was 95, between 1861 and 1870 it was 99, between 1871 
and 1880 it was 107, between 1881 and.1890 it was 107, and between 1891 
and 1900 it was 117. Since 1901 it has ranged between 98 and 124. The 
extremes noted in this county are 84 in 1859, and 130 in 1898. 

The infantile mortality in Kinross has been low. Before 1860 it was 83 
per thousand, between 1861 and 1870 it was 84, between 1871 and 1880 it 
was 100, between 1881 and 1890 it was 96, and between 1891 and 1900 it 
was 88. Since 1901 it has ranged between 69 and 105. During the 
entire period the extremes were 52 in 1863, 55 in 1864, and 150 in 1890. 

In Clackmannan the infantile mortality rate has been comparatively 
high. In the period previous to 1860 it was 107, between 186] and 1870 
it was 127, between 1871 and 1880 it was 126, between 1881 and 1890 it 
was 116, and between 1891 and 1900 it was 119. The extremes were 66 
in 1855, 79 in 1902; and 171 in 1863. Since 1901 it has ranged between 
79 and 120. 

In Stirling the infantile mortality rate since the commencement has been 
moderate, but is showing a tendency to increase. Previous to 1860 it was 
109, between 1861 and 1870 it was 113, between 1871 and 1880 it was 116, 
between 1881 and 1890 it was 116, and between 1890 and 1900 it was 122. 
The extremes were 96 in 1883, the only year in which this rate fell below 
100, and 137 in 1898. Since 1901 it has ranged between 100 and 120. 

In Dumbarton the infantile mortality rate is moderate. Previous to 1860 
it was 112, between 1861 and 1870 it was 118, between 1871 and 1880 it 
was 115, between 1881 and 1890 it was 110, and between 1891 and 1900 
it was 128. Since 1901 it has ranged between 110 and 126. In three 
years only has this rate fallen below 100, namely, in 1859, 1881, and 1892; 
the highest rate was 146 in 1893. 

In Argyll the infantile mortality has been low. Previous to 1860 it was 
81, between 1861 and 1870 it was 81, between 1871 and 1880 it was 82, 
between 1881 and 1890 it was 75, and between 1891 and 1900 it was 77. 
Since 1901 it has ranged between 64 and 96. The extremes noted are 09 
in 1892, and 96 in 1905. | 

In Bute the infantile mortality rate in the period previous to 1860 was 
110, between 1861 and 1870 it was 108, between 1871 and 1880 it was 103, 
between 1881 and 1890 it was 110, and between 1891 and 1900 it was 91. 
Since 1901 it has ranged between 77 and 106. The extremes were 62 in 
1894, and 144 in 1882. 

In Renfrew the infantile mortality rate has been high, but is showing a 
tendency to diminish. In the period previous to 1860 it was 146, between 
1861 and 1870 it was 141, between 1871 and 1880 it was 134, between 1881 
and 1890 it was 126, and between 1891 and 1900 it was 126. Since 1901 
it has ranged between 103 and 123. The extremes were 103 in 1900, and 
158 in 1875. 

In Ayr the infantile mortality rate has been moderate. In the period 
before 1860 it was 114, between 1861 and 1870 it was 108, between 1871 
and 1880 it was 115, between 1881 and 1890 it was 110, and between 1891 
and 1900 it was 118. Since 1901 it has ranged between 99 and 116. ‘The 
extremes were 91 in 1859, and 180 in 1895. In four years only was the rate 
less than 100. | : 

Lanark is the county which has been subject to the highest infantile 
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mortality rates. In the period previous to 1860 it was 155 per thousand 
births, between 1861 and 1870 it was 149, between 1871 and 1880 it was 
145, between 1881 and 1890 it was 136, and between 1891 and 1900 it was 
143. Since 1901 it has ranged between 125 and 147. The extremes were 
118 in 1879, and 168 in 1871. 

Linlithgow is a county with a somewhat high infantile mortality rate. 
In the period previous to 1860 it was 114, between 1861 and 1870 it was 
125, between 1871 and 1880 it was 121, between 1881 and 1890 it was 117, 
and between 1891 and 1900 it was 128. Since 1901 it has ranged between 
97 and 127. The extremes were 96 in 1857, and 152 in 1897. In three 
years only was this rate less than 100. ae 

In Edinburgh the infantile mortality rate has been high. In the period 
previous to 1860 it was 139, between 1861 and 1870 it was 137, between 
1871 and 1880 it was 134, between 1881 and 1890 it was 180, and between 
1891 and 1900 it was 138. Since 1901 it has ranged between 116 and 143. 
The extremes were 117 in 1859, and 161 in 1858. ~ 

In Haddington the infantile mortality rate has been moderate. In the 
period previous to 1860 it was 104, between 1861 and 1870 it was 100, 
between 1871 and 1880 it was 99, between 1881 and 1890 it was 94, and 
between 1891 and 1900 it was 110. Since 1901 it has ranged between 91 
and 126. The extremes were 69 in 1859, and 181 in 1898. 

Berwick is a county with a low infantile mortality rate. In the period 
previous to 1860 it was 81, between 1861 and 1870 it was 91, between 1871 
and 1880 it was 91, between 1881 and 1890 it was 89, and between 1891 
and 1900 it was 103. Since 1901 it has ranged between 81 and 110. The 
extremes were 58 in 1857, 67 in 1855, and 127 in 1891. 

Peebles is another county with a low infantile mortality rate. In the 
period previous to 1860 it was 75, between 1861 and 1870 it was 94, between 
1871 and 1880 it was 107, between 1881 and 1890 it wag 90, and between 
1891 and 1900 it was 95. Since 1901 it has ranged between 61 and 99. 
The extremes of the entire period since 1855 were 57 in 1859, and 138 in 
1897. 

In Selkirk the infantile mortality rate has been moderate. In the period 
previous to 1860 it was 95, from 1861 to 1870 it was 126, from 1871 to 
1880 it was 124, from 1881 to 1890 it was 108, from 1891 to 1900 it was 
113. From 1901 to 1905 it varied between 87 and 118. The extremes 
were 06 in 1856, and 158 in 1871. : 

In Roxburgh the infantile mortality rate has also been moderate. In the 
period previous to 1860 it was 110, between 1861 and 1870 it was 113, 
between 1871 and 1880 it wag 110, between 1881 and 1890 it was 114, and 
between 1891 and 1900 it was 115. Since 1901 it has ranged between 88 
and 116. The extremes were 88 in 1902, and 142 in 1887. 

In Dumfries the infantile mortality rate has also been moderate. In the 
period previous to 1860 it was 104, between 1861 and 1870 it was 105, 
between 1871 and 1880 it was 108, between 1881 and 1890 it was 111, and 
between 1891 and 1900 it was 109. Since 1901 it has ranged between 98 
and 113. The extremes were 94 in 1896, and 127 in 1878. 

In Kirkeudbright the infantile mortality rate has been low. In the 
period previous to 1860 it was 92, between 1861 and 1870 it was 101, 
between 1871 and 1880 it was 96, between 1881 and 1890 it was 98, and 
between 1891 and 1900 it was 105. Since 1901 it has ranged between 59 
and 109. The extremes were 59 in 1902, and 128 in 1896. 

In Wigtown the infantile mortality has been low, but is showing a 
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tendency to increase. In the period previous to 1860 it was 87, between 
1861 and 1870 it was 95, between 1871 and 1880 it was 93, between 1881 
and 1890 it was 98, and between 1891 and 1900 it was 110. Since 1901 
it has ranged between 85 and 102. The extremes were 74 in 1857, and 125 
in 1892. 

The counties which may be described as those with the highest infantile 
mortality rates are Lanark, Edinburgh, Forfar, and Renfrew, all of them 
counties with a large proportion of urban population; and the counties which 
may be described as having low infantile mortality rates are Orkney, Shet- 
land, Caithness, Sutherland, Ross and Cromarty, Kincardine, Perth, Kin- 
ross, Argyll, Berwick, and Peebles, all of which are counties with a low 
proportion of urban population. 

This study of the infantile mortality rates, so far as 1t concerns the 
principal towns, is not quite complete, for the necessary figures to calculate 
those rates for the towns of Govan, Partick, and Motherwell.are not available 
for all years. That this is so is due to the fact that Govan and Partick, for 
statistical purposes, from 1855 to 1880 and from 1892 to 1900 were 
considered as one town, and between 1881 and 1891 were dealt with along 
with other districts near Glasgow in what was styled the Glasgow Landward 
and Suburban Districts. Motherwell has been considered a principal town . 
only since 1901, and since then only are figures available. 

In Glasgow the infantile mortality rate has been high. In the period 
previous to 1860 it was 178, between 1861 and 1870 it was 165, between 
1871 and 1880 it was 157, between 1881 and 1890 it was 147, and between 
1891 and 1900 it was 149. Since 1901 it has ranged between 130 and 150. 
These figures show a decided fall, the rate in the later periods being lower 
than those in the earlier periods. The extremes were 127 in 1878, and 196 
in 1855 and 191 in 1871. 

In Edinburgh the infantile mortality rate has also been high, but in 
general not so high as in Glasgow. In the period previous to 1860 it was 
148, between 1861 and 1870 it was 144, between 1871 and 1880 it was 137, 
between 1881 and 1890 it was 131, and in the period 1891 to 1900 it was 
142. Since 1901 it has ranged between 121 and 148. The extremes were 
119 in 1878, and 170 in 1869. 

In Dundee the infantile mortality rate in the period previous to 1860 was 
172, between 1861 and 1870 it was 173, between 1871 and 1880 it was 165, 
between 1881 and 1890 it was 159, and between 1891 and 1900 it was 177. 
With the exception of the Glasgow rate for the period previous to 1860, 
these Dundee rates are higher than those of any other of the principal 
towns. Since 1901 the rate in Dundee has ranged from 133 to 180. The 
extremes recorded are 218 in 1893 and 208 in 1890, and 133 in 1905. 

In Aberdeen the rate was moderate in the earlier periods, but in the 
later periods it was higher. In the period previous to 1860 it was 127, 
between 1861 and 1870 it was 132, between 1871 and 1880 it was 131, 
between 1881 and 1890 it was 133, and between 1891 and 1900 it was 145. 
Since 1901 it has ranged between 135 and 152. The extremes were 99 in 
1869, and 172 in 1866. 

In Govan and Partick combined the infantile mortality rate in the 
period previous to 1860 was 127, between 1861 and 1870 it was 181, 
between 1871 and 1880 it was 142, and between 1892 and 1900 it was 142. 
The figures for calculating the rates for the years 1881 to 1891 are not 
available. ‘he extremes were 100 in 1859, and 160 in 1869 and 1875. 
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Since 1901 this rate in Partick has ranged between 111 and 154, and in 
Govan between 127 and 157. 

In Paisley the infantile mortality rate was high in the earlier periods, but 
moderate in the later periods. In the period previous to 1860 it was 161, 
between 1861 and 1870 it was 146, between 1871 and 1880 it was 141, 
between 1881 and 1890 it was 134, and between 1891 and 1900 it was 132. 
Since 1901 it has ranged between 117 and 136. The extremes were 108 
in 1890, and 182 in 1857. 

In Leith the infantile mortality rate of the period previous to 1860 was 
143, between 1861 and 1870 it was 144, between 1871 and 1880 it was 140, 
between 1881 and 1890 it was 148, and between 1891 and 1900 it was 145. 
It has thus during these periods been high. Since 1901 it has shown an 
improvement, having ranged from 101 to 142. The extremes were 174 in 
1897, and 101 in 1905. 

In Greenock this rate was high, but has been decreasing. In the period 
previous to 1860 it was 166, between 1861 and 1870 it was 159, between 
1871 and 1880 it was 144, between 1881 and 1890 it was 133, between 
1891 and 1900 it was 138, and since 1901 it has ranged between 116 and 
144. The extremes were 106 in 1888, and 200 in 1855 and 199 in 1863. 

In Coatbridge the infantile mortality rate has been an increasing 
quantity. In the period previous to 1860 it was 133, between 1861 and 
1870 it was 129, between 1871 and 1880 it was 135, between 1881 and 
1890 it was 141, and between 1891 and 1900 it was 140. Since 1901 both 
extremes have occurred ; the minimum rate was in 1905, when it was 99, 
and the maximum in 1901, when it was 170. 

In Kilmarnock the infantile mortality rate has been moderate. In the 
period previous to 1860 it was 139, between 1861 and 1870 it was 132, 
between 1871 and 1880 it was 142, between 1881 and 1890 it was 133, and 
between 1891 and 1900 it was 133. Since 1901 it has ranged between 120 
and 128. The extremes were 105 in 1868, and 175 in 1895. 

In Kirkcaldy the infantile mortality rate has been low in comparison 
with those of the other principal towns. In the period previous to 1860 it 
was 111, between 1861 and 1870 it was 118, between 1871 and 1880 it was 
121, between 1881 and 1890 it was 125, and between 1891 and 1900 it was 
124. From 1901 to 1905 it ranged between 98 and 149. The extremes 
were 73 in 1857 and in 1868, and 169 in 1872. 

In Perth this rate has been moderate. In the period previous to 1860 it 
was 141, between 1861 to 1870 it was 124, between 1871 and 1880 it was 
129, between 1881 and 1890 it was 120, and between 1891 and 1900 it was 
129. Since 1901 it has ranged between 99 and 129. The extremes were 
93 in 1888, and 174 in 1864. 

In Hamilton the rate has been low in comparison with the rates of the 
other principal towns, but has latterly shown a tendency to increase. In 
the period previous to 1860 it was 118, from 1861 to 1870 it was 110, from 
1871 to 1880 it was 121, from 1881 to 1890 it was 125, and from 1891 to 
1900 it was 131. Since 1901 it has ranged between 115 and 133. The 
extremes were 81 in 1858 and 159 in 1895. 

_ The necessary information for Motherwell is available only since 1901; 
since then this rate has ranged from 100 in 1903 to 142 in 1901. 

From the foregoing remarks it would appear that Glasgow and Dundee 
may be described as towns in which the infantile mortality rate is high, 
Kirkcaldy and Hamilton as towns in which that rate is low, Aberdeen and 
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Coatbridge as towns in which the infantile mortality rate is an increasing 
quantity, and Paisley and Greenock as towns in which it is a decreasing 
quantity. 

The highest annual rates were 218 in Dundee in 1893 and 208 in 1890, 
and 200 in Greenock in 1855. The lowest annual rates were 73 in Kirk- 
caldy in 1857 and in 1863, and 81 in Hamilton in 1858. The town with 
the lowest maximum rate is Hamilton, 159, and the town with the highest 
minimum rate is Dundee, 133.
